Whatever the reason, VA has 
processed more than 4,000 Georgia 
applications since Jan. 1. More 
than 80 percent of the ex-GlIs are 
going to hometown dentists, ac- 
cording to Dr. Robert F. Wells, 
Chief of Dental Service at VA's 
Georgia Regional Office. 

Under a new program, 400 den- 
tists in Georgia are serving as 
“participating dentists,” and a 
former serviceman eligible for 
VA dental care may select a par- 
ticipating dentist if no regular VA | 
dental clinic is convenient to his | 
home. | 

Most veterans want teeth filled, | 
Dr. Wells reported. Second big-| 
gest demand is for dental prosthe- 
sis to care for teeth removed. dur- 
ing the war. Dr. Wells thinks 
Joe’s dental needs are being met 
adequately, but more participating 
dentists are needed in isolated 
areas. 

Dental work involving hospitali- 
zation is usually done in VA clin- 
ics at VA hospitals, where many 
eminent Georgia specialists act as 
consultants. 

In Atlanta, VA maintains dental 
clinics at two veterens’ hosnitals 
and is planning an enlarged down- 
town clinic in the Belle Isle 
Building. 


Dr. Wells warned Joe he 
couldn’t walk into a dental office, 
receive treatment, and send the 
bill to the Government. 

Hg All dental care must be author- 
ized by VA’s Regional Office in 
Atlanta. The Government can 
provide treatment only for dental 
conditions developing as a result 
of war service; and service medi- 
'cal records are used to determine 
the amount of treatment.

EDITOR’S NOTE: Atlanta’s 
hotels have been required by a 
recently passed city ordinance to 
conform to a revised building 
safety regulations. They must 
meet fire safety requirements by 
installing fire escapes, adding 
exits, enclosing stairways and 
elevators. The fate of the H. I. 
Kimball House, Atlanta’s oldest 
and most historic hotel, hangs in 
the balance. Predictions range 
from speculation that it will be 
torn down to rumors that it will 
be remodeled completely and 
continue ta serde Atlanta and 
her visitors.

PIVOT POINT FOR POLITICS 

Even after newer and larger 
hotels sprang up in Georgia’s cap- 
ital, the old red brick -hostelry at 
the corner of Pryor and Wall 
Street was long the pivot point of 
Georgia’s political affairs. 

The Kimball House, erected 
when Atlanta was a small city 
with less than 20,000 people, be- 
came the hub of a growing me- 
tropolis which was destined to 
pass the half-million population 
mark, 

An article published in 1897 in 
a magazine entitled “Atlanta of 
Today,’ on record at the Atlanta 
Historical Society, reasoned: 

“Every Atlantan knows that the 
many conventions which have 
met in this City have been im- 
portant factors in the develop- 
ment of the town.... Without the 
magnificent Kimball House to ac- 
commodate these conventions, At- 
lanta would never have secured 
them. ... The hotel has been one 
of the most pbowerful factors in 
the upbuilding of Atlanta.” 

The first Kimball House, which 
was destroyed by fire Aug. 12, 
1883, was a product of the vision 
and enterprise of Hannibal In- 
galls Kimball. 

Kimball, a native of Maine, be- 
came familiar with the South and 
Atlanta while working for the 
Pullman Company here. He moved 
to Atlanta in 1868, when much 
of the City was still in ruins as 
a result of the War Between the 
States. 

SAW OPPORTUNITIES 

Amid the smoldering devasta- 
tion of war, he saw large oppor- 
tunities. Even then, he believed 
Atlanta would become “the larg- 
est city in the Southeast.” 

The hotel which his ingenuity 
produced opened Oct. 17, 1870. It 
was considered a marvel of the 
time. 

The first Kimball House, which 
was a veritable “skyscraper” with 
six stories towering above the lit- 
tle town, had an unprecedented 
number of rooms—350. It was 
built at the then fabulous cost of 
$643,900. 

Dr. John S. Wilson, a contrib- 
utor to the old wéekly Constitu- 
tion and author of “Atlanta as It 
Is,” published in 1871, devoted 10 
pages of his book to a glowing 
description of the Kimball House. 
Its beauty, he wrote, “beggars de- 
scription,” and he termed it “a 
wonder of art and invention.” 

He described the passenger ele- 
vator, probably Atlanta’s first, in 
great detail. 

“The whole machinery,” Dr. 
Wilson explained, “is perfectly un- 
der the control of a boy who 
stands inside.

The washrooms, he _ averred, 


‘were “fitted up in elegant style,” 
and the bedrooms were furnished 
“with

The hotel had a grand ballroom, 
where the South’s glittering “400” 
danced away the evenings. It had 
a spacious dining room, the ex- 
'cellence of which attracted gour- 
mets galore. 

When the first Kimball House 
burned, all guests escaped unin- 
jured. But the blaze was a great 
civic disaster. The South’s larg- 
est and most popular hostelry was 
gone. 

The walls hardly had stopped 
‘smoking, however, when a tele 
gram was received from H. I. Kim- 
ball in Chicago, saying he was 
leaving immediately to begin re 
building the burned hotel. The 
Kimball House Company was or- 
ganized promptly, with Capt. Evan 
P. Howell as President. Construc- 
tion of a “bigger and finer” hotel 
began, and Kimball House No. 2 
opened April 30, 1885. 

COVERS ENTIRE BLOCK 

The second Kimball House had 
eight stories, 440 rooms and. cov- 
ered almost an entire block. Its 
beauty was such that it attracted 
thousands of sightseers from all 
over the country. 

The Kimball House for years 
had the cream of patronage. Pres- 
ident Grover Cloveland and Pres- 
ident William McKinley both were 


visits. 

Gen. Robert Toombs, Alexander 
Stephens, Tom Watson and Joel 
Chandler Harris were among the 
famous men who at one time made 
their homes in the Kimball House. 
Gen. Toombs, the “unreconstruct- 
ed rébel,” was always given the 
bridal suite! 

The Kimball House, once the 
nerve center of Atlanta, is today 
owned by the H. I. Kimball House 
Company, of which Mrs. Annie In- 
man. Grant is President. ‘ 


M. E. Harkins, Manager of the 
Kimball House, hopes some day 
to write its history, because he be 
lieves “Every Georgian’'s life has 
been affected by it in some way.”

CHANCE TO SAVE ‘MILLIONS’ SEEN 


Unpared Wartime Ranks 
Draw Senate Criticism 


WASHINGTON, April 19—(#)—Thousands of regular and tem- 
porary Army officers face a checkup by economy-minded Senators 
who doubt that speedy wartime peemeuens are being cut back to a 


peacetime basis. 

A War Department request for 
nearly $500,000,000 “for pay of the 
Army” between now and July 1 
stirred up protests at a closed ses- 
sion of the Senate Appropriations 
Committee. 

Sen. Dworshak, Republican, 
Idaho, told a reporter Saturday 
he pelieves that “millions of dol- 
lars” can be saved if the War De- 
partment co-operates in reducing 
the temporary wartime ranks. 

“Thousands of officers still are 
serving in grades several notches 
higher than provided by peace- 
time conditions,” Dworshak said. 

He expects the Appropriations 
Committee Monday to order an in- 
vestigation by the committee staff. 
SOME EXAMPLES 

The freshman Republican said 
he knows of some West Point 


graduates who now would be first | 


lieutenants under peacetime pro- 
motions but actually are drawing 
pay and allowances of lieutenant 
colonels under temporary rank. 

“T want a strong national de- 
fense and Army, but efficiency 
and morale of the Armed Forces is | 
not aided by prolonging temporary 
wartime promotions,” he said. 
“There is little justification for 
keeping some of these officers in 
the higher temporary grades long 
after the actual shooting ended.” 
, Dworshak said that thousands 

of civilian workers who earned 
“big pay in shipyards and aircraft 
factories have returned to a peace- 
time salary scale” and Congress 
expects all Government agencies, 
including the Armed Forces, to 
help in slicing Government costs. 


CRITICAL QUESTIONS 

The House previously voted 
$465.000,000 for the Army pay de- 
ficiency and a Senate Subcommit- 
tee upped this nearly $25,000,000, 
bringing critical questions from 
Dworshak and others. 

Dworshak raised the question 
of officer demotions with the War 
Department in January. At that 
time Maj.

while demotions had been sus- 
pended in June, 1946, until actual 
officer requirements were deter- 
mined. 

“No reason exists at the present 
for further drastic reductions in 
temporary ranks,” the Adjutant 
General replied in January.

The history of the Boys Club is 
written on the faces of its mem- 
bers 

The story begins with the “least 

ones,” the little brothers and sis- 
te! 
It is clim axed in the faces of the 
seniors, confident and adapted. 
The epilogue may be read in the 
faces of the alumni after they 
have taken their places as useful 
citizens of Atlanta. 

It is the look of satisfaction in 
the faces of the alumni that brings 
pleasure to the directors and back- 
ers of the Boys Club. 

Situated as it is in a section of 
Southeastern Atlanta, the Boys

The two are Aiken, Republican, 
Vermont, who has been aligned 
opposite Chairman Taft, Republi- 
can, Ohio, within the Committee, 
and Ellender, Democrat, Louisi- 
ana, who has supported Taft. 

In the offing is a potential po- 
litical issue — an argument over 
whether President Truman or the 
Republican Congress should be 
blamed if no new labor law is en- 
acted this year. 


“If the leadership of the Senate 
persists in sending the President 
a bill so drastic that he will be 
forced to veto it,” Aiken told a re- 
porter, “then it would be the Re- 
publican leadership of Congress

Three are still 
living. The disease had been con- 
sidered universally fatal. 

“We will give it to all menin- 
he said, “We can’t 
withhold a drug that gives them a 
50 percent chance at life.”’ 

Ironically, Dr. Payne told how 
streptomycin is allotted at Battey. 
The State has bought a limited 
supply.

But 
those sources are far from ade- 
quate. He figures it would cost

Eight more were re- 
covered from the water where the 
Grandcamp exploded four days 
ago and set off the chain of blasts 
that killed an estimated 580 and 
injured 3,000 others.

This is a bitter book with mo- 
ments of high lyricism. It is as 
starkly realistic as stench and hun- 
ger and death and birth and op- 
pression can make it. If the au- 
thor refuses to examine one of the 
major reasons for French Cana- 
dian poverty, that is her own 
moral problem.

Chapel Hill, N. C., where is located , 


one of the finest universities in the world, 
the University of North Carolina, has 
just seen an example of how Commies, or 
at least fellow travelers, work. 

Whatever the merits of the existing 
segregation laws in transportation, they 
are the law. They have been abused in 
that the law is not complied with. Rarely 
have the accommodations been “equal.” 
But the laws remain and their abolish- 
ment in the Deep South States would 
make for trouble that does not follow in 
States where the bi-racial problem is less 
by virtue of less Negro population. 

Two white men and two Negroes jour- 
neyed down from Eastern cities to buck 


the separation laws on a Chapel Hill bus. 
In following the “Commie” line, they cer- 
tainly were not trying to improve rela- 
tions. They apparently selected Chapel 
Hill because reactionary groups had at- 
tacked the University students only a few 
weeks ago. 

This idlustrates the “Commie” line. It 
is to worsen racial relations, not to im- 
prove them. It is to embarrass those who 
seek to improve them, not to aid them. 

Southern police forces and communi- 
ties will do well to expect other such dem- 
onstrations. They will know in advance 
not to consider them local disturbances, 
but, in the “Commie” manner, attempts to 
disturb local relationships.

Mrs. Morris Rich 

Atlanta lost a valued pioneer citizen 
in the death Friday night of Mrs. Morris 
Rich. widow of the founder of Rich’s, Inc. 

Mrs. Rich, who was 89 years old, was 
born at Madison, Ga., in 1857, and came 
to Atlanta in the early 1860s. She was 
six vears old at the time of the Battle of 
Atlanta and in later years loved to re- 
count the story to the younger members 
of her family. It remained particularly 
vivid in her mind because her home was

Mrs. Rich’s death is 
a solemn reminder to Atlantans of the 
obligations owed to pioneer residents 
who laid firm foundations for the city’s 
progress. 


A Long-Range Farm Program 


Farm leaders are trying to work out a 
long-range farm policy program to present 
to the Republican Congress for action. 
They apparently know the public will not 
long support heavy taxation, direct or in- 
direct, to support farm prices. 

The major increase in living costs is in 
farm prices, and while the farmer un- 
doubtedly feels, with some justification, 
that he deserves some fat years after so 
many lean ones in the before-the-war 
years, the Government cannot continue all 
the present farm subsidies. Farm prices 
are up 180 percent above 1939, while in- 
dustrial goods are up about 60 percent. 
About 70 percent of the rise in cost of liv- 
ing is accounted for in cost of food. If 
clothing be added the accounting is for 
about 85 percent. 


What the Government is up against is 
that the farmer is protected against de- 
clines, but there are no curbs in other 


fields. Farm income is running currently © 


at about $28 billions as against $24 bil- 


lions last year, according to recent statis- 
tics by the Agriculture Department. This 
accounts, in part, for the growing decline 
in‘the number of farms and the associated 
increase in the size of farms. The trend 
is toward larger farms and more farm 
machinery. The nation doesn’t like to see 
the small farmer disappear. But he never 
seems really to benefit by the most in- 
flated farm prices. 

Attempts to bring down prices has both 
a Democratic President and a Republican 
Congress worried and dismayed.

What statesmanship is not was almost spectacularly revealed a 
few days ago by the elder statesman from Tennessee, Kenneth 
D. McKellar. 

Defeated in his attempt to prevent Senate confirmation of David 
Lilienthal as head of the Commission on Atomic Energy, Sen. McKel- 
lar was being interviewed. Admittedly disappointed and embit- 


“My next fight will be against the $500,000,000 appropriation 
the Commission is asking. What do t®ey need all that money for? 
The bombs are already made, aren’t they?” 

That a United States Senator should make so astounding and 
revealing a statement is shocking. 

That the concept of atomic energy should be that of a few 
bombs, already made, and that it should come from one of the 
Senate leaders, is so dismaying as to make one fearful. 


“Death Dust’ 


atomic energy. 
_ That it should be thought of in terms of a few bombs is frighten- 
ing and explanatory, perhaps, of the public apathy, or at least the 
public conception, of the bomb as something confined to the comic 
strips where Buck Rogers and Superman have their being. 

The atomic bomb already is to atomic energy what the first 
phonograph was to the present television, radio and record player. 

The Army and Navy reports to the legislative Reference Section 
have discussed in brief an especially ghastly weapon growing out 
of the atomic discovery. 

Newspapers dubbed it “death dust.” 

And so it is. 

“Death dust” is a mass ‘of radio-active 
dispersed silently or with an explosion. 


There is nothing more terrifying than the in- 
vention, or the discovery, of the secret of 


particles that can be 


: This means it is no longer necessary to use bombs 
Meaning to destroy cities. 

It would be relatively simple to make the waters of New York’s 
watershed and her port radio-active and thus nullify her as a city. 
She would become a death trap. “Death dust” spread in’ Georgia's 
Chattahoochee River, in the Ohio, in the Mississippi, in the Po- 
tomac, would make, for a long period at least, the cities along their 
routes uninhabitable. 


We have not been told much about Bikini: We do know that 
fish that enter the waters about that island die and that other fish 
that eat them die. The effects of the radio-active land and waters 
of Japanese cities bombed by the A-bomb are horrible in their 
product of bodily ills and upon the reproductive process. 


There is no doubt about it—the atomic weapons, still being 
oe can change the world into a jungle of suffering and 
death. 

And Sen. McKellar mutters, “What do they want the money for? 
The bombs are already made, aren’t they?” “ 

Cost Franklin D. Roosevelt took the great gamble of ordering, 
in his capacity as commander-in-chief, that work go ahead 
on the atomic bomb. 

Our scientists told him, correctly, that Japan was at work on 
it; that Germany had made great progress toward it. Our general 
staff was terrified at the prospect of a German discovery and they 
pleaded for speed. 

Franklin. D. Roosevelt turned the task over to our scientists and 
refugee associates, and their genius, plus that of the tool makers 
and the machine designers, got us the bomb, and with it the terrible 
responsibility. 

The first bomb cost two billion dollars—from the time the first 
ground was bought and the factory built, the machines built, the 
material mined, refined, the delicate, never-before-made instruments 
prepared, and the bomb shipped to end a war and save a half 
million American lives. 

The scientists of all nations have the secret—the “know-how.” 

As Einstein said recently, ‘There is no secret, and there is no 
defense.” . 

They do lack the money and the facilities for designing and 
building the machinery. 


Changes Our Army and Navy already are at work redesign- 

ing for the future. There can be no more great naval 
installations such as at Pearl Harbor, Norfolk and San Diego. There 
must be a multiplication of small bases. The Navy still must 
patrol the seas. There still must be occupational forces. 

The emphasis will continue: on science. 

Meanwhile, we properly’ hold the secret of the facilities for 
making the bomb. That won’t last long, not more than 10 years, 
20 at the very most. 

So, it is high time we made up our minds to think in terms 
of nations working together. 

And, however much the nations may criticize us, it still is 
true not a single one of them can have any legitimate fear of 
aggression from this country. 

That is something. And that is one reason why we must step 
out into world affairs, firmly and in behalf of moral rights, how- 
ever many chinks relatively there may be in your own mortal armor. 

Dont forget “death dust” in your thinking about the future. 

And never follow the McKellar-type thinking and think of 
radio-active dust or weapons in terms of your table radio with its 
soap operas going strong.

They 

were, obviously, enthusiasts and contended that nudism was an ex- 

cellent practice, both because of its physical benefits and for the 
moral values. 

That, of course, was before the war. Some years ago. At that 
time there were several nudist camps scattered around: the 
country. I knew of one off the South Carolina coast, an island near 
Charleston. There was at least one in Florida, several in California 
and, I think, a group in New Jersey. 

There was a monthly magazine published by an association 
formed of nudists, which listed the location of many camps and the 
names of individuals active in the movement. I bought a copy of

A lot has been said, and a lot will be said, 

about which is Georgia's “legal” Democratic 

Party, now that Acting Gov. Thompson has called 

a convention to oust Herman Taimadge from control of the party. 
Hundreds of Democrats will attend the Macon convention April 
30 at the call of Thompson. They will read Chairman Jim Peters 
and other leaders out of the party for sponsoring Herman Talmadge 
as a ‘write-in’ candidate against the Democratic nominee, his late 
father.

A Family I found one man, a fellow about 40 years of age I’d 

judge, who frankly admitted he was a nudist and 
spent vacation time, regularly, at the South Carolina camp. He 
asked me, however, not to use his name in any articles I might write, 
because he said he had a good job with a local firm and the execu- 
tives might consider it bad for business if it was known they had a 
practicing nudist on the payroll. 

However, he told me how enjoyable he found it to spend a couple 
of weeks with a group: of congenial spirits, all entirely nude, in a 
well-run and well-equipped camp. 

He was a married man and had one child, a daughter, 16 years 
old. 

When I talked to him he was living in a rooming and boarding 
house, had rented his home for the Summer. The reason: His wife 
and daughter were spending the entire Summer at the nudist.camp 
and he went there for the weekends whenever business permitted. 


Sincere nudists argued that not only was life 
The Argument in the physical raw healthy, but they said the 
familiarity with the exposed body was good for the morals. Their 
argument was along the old line that anything secret, hidden, there- 
by acquired an abnormal lure, whereas open familiarity with the 
facts of life relegated them to their natural, normal place in the gen- 
eral scheme of things. 

Maybe there is something to that argument. Never having vis- 
ited a nudist colony, never having practiced it, I have no first-hand 
experience to report. 

As a result of articles I wrote about these Atlanta nudists, I re- 
ceived several invitations to visit nudist colonies. One from the 
South Carolina camp. 

And, one afternoon, a quiet, exceedingly attractive, middle-aged 
woman came to the office here and introduced herself as the man- 
ager of such a camp in Florida. She, too, came bearing an invitation. 

I did not accept either. 

If you recall, there was about that same time a motion picture 
made with its scenes in a California nudist colony. I think it was 
called “Elysia” or some title like that. The Atlanta censor banned 
it and got quite mad with me when I disagreed. I saw nothing wrong 
in the film. It was shown, to capacity crowds, in Avondale, on an 
open-air screen. We saw it there. Avondale is beyond the jurisdic- 
tion of the Atlanta film censor. 

All these nudist colonies had one rule. Married people could not 
be admitted unless they came together, or unless the one who came 
alone carried written consent for the camp visit from the other. A 
rule necessary to avoid complications in divorce cases. :

Talmadge pre- 
dicted that Thompson could not hold together the supporters of 
former Gov. Arnall and former Gov. Rivers, since Arnall and 


Rivers are apart.

“2. We could refuse to bargain 
with labor unions already organ- 
ized. 

“I am convinced that it is ab- 
solutely impossible to prevent our 
employees from joining labor 
unions if they wish to do so. I am 
convinced that it is absolutely im- 
possible, by strong-arm methods 
or by any law, to destroy labor 
unions already in existence in 
most of our major industries. 


“IT am convinced that more 


thought about the general welfare 
and a more generous attitude on 
the part of employers and the use 
of more intelligent and more co- 
Operative, democratic methods 
either directly with employees or 
with their chosen representatives 
in the long run not only will be 
the most economical and most 
profitable for business but, indeed, 
may be the only way we can save 
ourselves from some form of so- 
cialistic government.”

NE type of fairy tale, folklorists 
© now believe, is based upon the 
unconscious wishes and fears 
which are revealed to us in dreams. 
A very common dream or night- 
“gives us the theme of the 
“Difficult Journey.” ‘We must go 
somewhere, we are eager to set out, 
but along the way our progress is as 
hampered as though enemies beset 
us, or as though we waded through 
glue. The Goose Girl is a story of 
this kind. 

At first it was probably a simple 
record of dream difficulties and. dis- 
asters, unexplained and unmotivated. 
The princess sets out for her own 
wedding in a distant country. Why 
does she go alone, attended only by-a 
strange waiting maid and her favorite 
horse? On the-road the servant robs 
her, and when she reaches the -bride- 
groom's castle he does not recognize 
her, but marries instead the dishonest 
servant, 

Anyone who has had this type of 
dream. knows its haunting quality. 
A story-teller, whether -primitive or 
sophisticated, ‘is adware of its fiction 
value, and of its incompleteness. Even 
for-use as a fairy tale, it needs some 
filling out of ft very gaps which 
perhaps contributed to its mysterious 
fascination as the dream. 

In the fairy tale the princess rides 
to her wedding without her parents 
because her father is dead and her 
mother is too old to travel. Since ro 
fairy tale explains everything, we ar. 
not told how a mother of great. age 
could have a daughter so young. 

In the dream, the“horse which the 
princess rode suddenly spoke. to? her. 
The fairy tale explains that the ani- 
mal could speak whenever he wished 
to, but on most* occasions he pre- 
ferred ta keep silent. 

When the princess reaches her 
journey’s end, the king, her bride- 
groom’s father, is looking out of the 
kitchen window. This detail belongs 
to the dream; it is not intended to 
indicate democratic tendencies among 
monarchs. 

If we follow additional dream 
hints, we understand®the structure of 
the famous story. Peg 

There was an admirable king who 
died, leaving a beautiful daughter. 
The widowed queene made excellent 
provision for the child, installing a 
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good fairy in the house, and arrang- 
ing a marriage to a handsome prince 
who lived. in.a kingdom far away. 

When “the time came for the wed- 
ding, the queen gave her daughter a 
handsome trousseau, engaged a 
woman to wait on.her, and sent them 
off-on their long ride. For a wedding 
gift the good fairy provided the 
princess. with a remarkable horse 
called Falada, also with a lock of her 
own hair, which would serve as a 
protecting charm. (A charm comes 
into the story because a fairy would 
know that the waiting maid was 
wicked and dangerous. Unless the 
princess should lose the charm, she 
would be safe. She loses it, of Course, 
so that thee dream can be expanded 
into a fairy tale.) 

When the princess is deprived of 
the protecting lock, her evil servant 
takes from her the horse Falada, and 
compels her to exchange clothes. This 
shift of costume explains why the 
prince mistook the Servant for the 
true bride, 

Now it is time we hear from the 
horse, who has witnessed the maid’s 
villainy from first to last. He does 
not step around to. the kitchen 
window* and speak to the king about 
it; that would be unnatural in a horse. 
He waits until the wicked maid, fear- 
ing his testimony against her, has 
his head cut off and fastened on the 
wall of the city gate. 

Meanwhile the surprising old king 
who looks out of kitchen windows, 
thinks the poor princess, in her 
wretched clethes, might as well assist 
Conrad, the boy who takes care of 
the royal geese. 

Each morning as Conrad and the 
princess drive the geese through the 
city gate, she speaks to the horse’s 
head and the: head replies. They ex- 
change greetings again in the evening 
when the geese are driven home. 
Most of the day, with the inconse- 
quence of dreams, the princess spends 
combing her hair. Conrad would pre- 
vent. her from doing so if the wind, 
answering her plea for aid, did not 
blow his hat off. By the time he has 
recovered it, the hair-do is complete, 
the day is over, and the geese must 
go home. 

After two or three repetitions of 
the. hair-combing and hat-losing, Con- 
rad tells the king there is something 
queer about that girl; morning and 
evening she converses with a dead 
horse. The king, now having some- 
thing to think of, stops looking out 
the kitchen winday, and asks the 
keeper of the royal wardrobe whether 
the kingdom possesses some beautiful 
garments which might fit the goose 
girl. 

When the princess was once more 
dressed like a princess, with jewels 
for her hair and arms and fingers, 
the king gave a special dinner in her 
honor. She was seated on one side 
of the prince, the evil servant on. the 
other side. Neither the prince nor 
the evil servant recognized her, so 
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changed was she by the jewels and 
the gown. Then the king, with a nar 
rative subtlety possible only in 
dreams, told the story’ of the princess, 
the horse, and the wicked servant— 
told it so the wicked maid did not, 
realize he was referring to her.

Twenty-four hours after 
the vessel sailed he broke his spec- 
tacular news in the New York Ameri- 
can and chuckled for days as rivals 
tore their hair trying to verify it. 

This is one of the sparkling epi- 
sodes which are told in a biography 
of Maury Paul to‘be published next 
Friday by E. P: Dutton and Co., Inc., 
entitled “Champagne Cholly,” and 
written by Eve Brown, who was sec- 
retary and assistant for 22 years to 
the undisputed king of the nation’s 
society reporters. 

The book contains many behind- 
the-scene stories which reveal, among 
other things, that in several great 
society romances Maury Paul played

She is the only woman 
on earth who should ever have been allowed to 
play Amelia Earhart.” 

If she hadn’t been such a great actress, she 
might have been as great a pilot as Amelia—-she 
is the only woman I ever saw who has that quality 
of Amelia’s, that kind of bright and shining cour- 
age, that look of the thoroughbred. And Howard 
admired Amelia so very much. 

Kate said good-by to him when he took off 
and waited those tense and difficult 3 days, 19 
hours and ‘21 minutes and she tried to meet him 
at the airport when he came back, but the crowds 
made it too tough and so they met at a friend’s 
house out on Long Island. Kate cheered the 
returning hero and they celebrated together. 

She was the only woman who could ever over- 
come that awkward shyness of his. He talked 
to her more than to any or all the other women 
in his life put together and they laughed a lot, too. 
Probably Katharine Hepburn understood him 
better than anyone else in the world. She took 
his oddities in stride and met him always on his 
own ground. She was able to follow his great 
projects, enter into his ambitions for bigger and 
better airplanes, comprehend his lone wolf poli- 
cies and generate a real and brilliantly intelligent 
interest in his inventions and dreams. 

Recently Joan Peters, the movie actress, ap- 
peared with a diamond and sapphire ring on her 
engagement finger and “admitted” that matters 
were serious between her and Howard. Wedding 
plans had not been discussed, however, she added. 
Many other girls have been quoted similarly. 

Howard Hughes never cottoned to small! talk. 
No one can ever remember Howard opening a con- 
versation with the usual, “How’ve you been?” or 
“How’s everything?” or any of the usual chit- 
chat with which most people open talks. 


F THE other fellow followed these conven- 

tional tactics, Howard listened gravely and 
in the first silence began directly the business he 
had to state and then talked about nothing else, 
absolutely nothing else. Kate Hepburn doesn't 
bother much about small talk, either, and she 
has that complete assurance which prevents any 
embarrassment on her part if others depart from 
the conventional social methods. 

They were great friends, those two. They were 
in love for a while with a sort of dramatic love 
that for the one and only time was part of 
Howard's real life—his work. But I doubt very 
much if they ever considered getting married. 
Howard wanted to travel alone—and Kate was 
one girl at least who thought it was a great idea. 

Not long ago I asked an associate of Howard's 
to describe him to me. This is what he said: 

“His life is set up on a basis of freedom, no 
obligations to anyone, nobody in a position to 
question what he does or when he does it. If 
you phone the Hughes Aircraft Company, or the 
Hughes Picture Corporation, or the Hughes Tool 
Company, you will not get Howard on the phone 
ever. Nobody ever has, not even the President 
of the United States. 

“You will not get a secretary, either, because 
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Hughes has never had one. You will leave your 
message with the phone operator, who will say 
politely: ‘When I hear from Mr. Hughes I will 
give him your message.’ 

“Yet, Howard transacts most of his business on 

the telephone, partly because with his slight deaf- 
ness he hears better that way and partly because 
he is shy with people face to face. 
' “In the ramshackle wooden buildings at Culver 
City, or the gray stone building 1n Hollywood, or 
at any of his big factories, you will never be able 
to locate Mr. Hughes’ office—again because he 
hasn’t got one and never has fad. 

“He comes into your office if he wants to see 
you, or meets you in the hall or, if the business 
is vital and secret, most of it is done in the dining 
room of his home, where he eats off a tray. 

“His house is on Muirfield Road in Los An- 
geles, .the old and exclusive Wilshire district, 
where the bankers and businessmen and first 
families still live, scorning such movie develop- 
ments as Beverly Hills and Bel-Air. It is a two- 
story adobe plaster, rambling affair, typical early 
California, with a red tile roof and small iron grill 
balconies. It has no front door at all, only big, 
heavy, ironbound garage doors through which you 
must drive and then enter the house from within. 
Very few people have ever been inside the house, 
and those who have know the plainly furnished 
dining room, where the telephones are, as the 
most occupied room. 

“An old couple take care of it—-inside. From the 
looks of the ivy, covering walls and ground, no- 
body takes care of it outside. If Howard has 
ever given a dinner party or done any entertain- 
ing in his home I am unable to track it down. 


Mi NE of his rare visitors is his tailor. When 
Howard orders a new blue serge suit, fo be 

made identically like all the other blue serge suits 
he has had over the past 20 years, the tailor 
brings it to the house to be fitted, puts it on 
Mr. Hughes and. hands him the pins. Howard 
then disappears into his bedroom, pins the suit 
up to satisfy himself, and the tailor takes it away. 
“His deafness is supposed to have something 

to do with many of Howard’s set and different- 
from-other-people ways of doing things. But the 
boys -who work for him tell me the deafness is 


"a strange phenomenon. For instance, they claim 


that he can hear things in an airplane that no- 
body else can hear—and that he is always right.” 

I am not very good at mechanical terms, and 
I had to take these things on the fly because they 
don’t talk much about Mr. Hughes. They do say, 
however, that once when a new ship wouldn't 
somehow work at its perfect best and every high- 
priced and high degreed expert had been over it, 
Howard sat in it for a whole day, running the 
engines up and down and finally commented, 
“The propellers are out of balance and the wires 
in the tail are rubbing in consequence.” 

Everybody laughed—but so it was. 

Some of those who have dealt much with 
Hughes tell me they have always considered his 
deafness partly psychological, a protective colora- 
tion to shield him from interruption of his one- 
track thinking. It wasn’t that he couldn’t hear, 
they thought, but that he concentrated so hard 
that he just seemed not to be listening to anything 
irrelevant. 

He once got arrested for that. Hughes had 
taken off for New York, which he does in the 
spirit of everyday commuting. The weather and 
engine trouble forced him to land by night at a 
small emergency field, from which he walked to 
town through a deluge. 

When his clothes had dried in an hotel room 
and the rain had stopped, Hughes was hungry. 
In the town, he found one store open, got milk 
and cookies, but as he started back the heavens 
opened once more and he sought refuge under the 
eaves of a closed gas station. 

There he began to think about his engines’ 
performance, trying to find the bug, so that when 
a cop demanded to know why he was hanging 
around the gas station at that hour of the night 
without a hat Mr. Hughes didn’t hear him. He 
didn’t hear him until he was in jail, when he came 
out of it to state that he was Howard Hughes. 

Night lieutenants are notoriously skeptical, 
and this one took a look at the wet, bedraggled 
figure in the old blue suit, with two cardboard 
containers of milk and a paper bag of cookies 
under his arm and said, “Oh, sure, sure, and I’m 
General Eisenhower.” 

Later, the manager of one of the Hughes 
breweries near by arrived and identified him, and 
Hughes said, “I know what's the matter with that 
engine,” and went serenely back to the airfield. 

There was the time, too, when a very im- 
portant financier entered his own office in the 
TWA suites in Chicago to find his desk occupied 
by a tall young man who badly needed a shave. 
Shocked, the banker asked what he was doing 
there but the young man didn’t seem to hear him.

It wasn’t until the gentleman, about to call 
for help, said, “But this is my office, this is my 
airline,” that the young man heard him. Then he 
said, “Oh no, it isn’t. I bought it.” 


CTUALLY, Howard Hughes had quietly pur- 

chased 450,000 shares of TWA stock because 
the .board of directors wouldn't give his friend, 
Jack Frye, then president of TWA, enough of the 
big new airplanes he wanted. Howard paid $8 a 
share for the stock, which later went up to $71. 

No one ever heard Howard discuss children 
nor speak of the future of his aviation and 
industrial empire, as far as I know. One Sunday 
he appeared without warning at the Beverly Hills 
home of one of his top employes. He had never 
been in the house before and seemed interested, 
and at last paused in front of a fine portrait of 
a 17-year-old boy, a boy with clear eyes and a 
friendly smile looking down from the canvas. 
“That’s my son,” the other man said proudly. 

Hughes stood for almost five minutes, ex- - 
pressionless, staring up at the boy. Then he 
turned, looked at the boy's father a moment, 
shook his head slowly, and began to talk about 
the business on which he had come. -Just what 
that shake of the head meant, his friend couldn't 
figure out—-regret that he, Howard Hughes, has 
no son to carry on; or rejection of the idea of 
a family. If Howard had married Billie Dove, he 
might well have had a son that age today. 

To understand just what his decision to travel 
alone meant, it is important to understand a little 
of Howard’s background. Few men in the United 
States have had an ancestry so distinguished, so 
purely American. The child who was born on 
Christmas Eve, 1905, in Houston, Texas, to Howard 
and Allene Gano Hughes—-the first and only 
child —-inherited the best of American tradition. 

The Ganos were an old Huguenot family who, 
escaping from religious persecution in France, 
settled in New Rochelle, New York, in 1680. 
Howard’s mother, Allene Gano, whom he greatly 
resembles, was a direct descendant of that 
Reverend John Gano, one of the most famous 
chaplains of the Revolutionary War, concerning 
whom there are affidavits to prove that he was 
with George Washington at Valley Forge and 
pretty fair evidence to prove that they often 
prayed together during that awful winter. 

The Hughes family came to America at about 
the same time, and both families followed the 
tide of empire westward, from New York and 
New England to Virginia, Kentucky and then into 
Ohio, Missouri and finally Texas. They were the 
pioneers who carried education, religion, and law 
along with the pioneers. Both Howard's grand- 
fathers were noted jurists in Texas. 

His father was a genius, an inventor noted in 
all histories of the industrial development of the 
United States, not only for his discovery of the 
oil drill upon which the Hughes fortune is founded 
but for many others. As a boy, Howard—or “Son” 
as he was always called—spent a great deal of 
time with his father. 

He was sent to Fesenden prep school in Massa- 
chusetts and later to Thatcher, at Ojai, California, 
where he was a student when his mother died. 
The blow was a serious and permanent one for 
the 16-year-old boy, for she had been his greatest 
friend and confidante. His father didn’t long sur- 
vive his adored and beautifal wife, and at 19 
Howard Robard Hughes was an orphan. 

The Texas courts, on petition and proof, gave 
Howard a half interest and the management of 
the $650,000 estate, in spite of his youth, and the 
rest is history. | 


4 OWARD'S equally famous uncle, Rupert 
Hughes, once said of handicapped children, 
“In daily life what could be a more dreadful handi- 
cap to any child than being the son of a rich and 
brilliant man?” ‘To which Jesse Jones, then chair- 
man of RFC, replied, “I agree. Take your own 
nephew for example. I knew and loved his father 
for many years. When he died, he left a son just 
over 18. That boy suddenly finds himself in 
complete control of a great factory, and a fortune 
built up slowly by a father who was one of the 
great men of his day. What further handicap 
could any young man have?” 

There is truth in what these two men have 
said and it reflects all the more glory on the boy 
who used his “handicap” to such advantage and 
whose recorded achievements in war and peace 
are so tremendous. 

I always think of Howard Hughes as a lonely, 
magnificent figure, a sort of Daniel Boone on the 
frontier of progress, a trail blazer who proceeded 
cautiously but reacted spectacularly, who would 
do nothing unless he could do it right, who trusted 
in God but kept his powder dry. 

When he wanted to fly, he remembered: 

One may fall but he falls by himself— 
Falls by himself with himself to blame. 

If there were any financial ventures to be 
undertaken: 

One may attain and to him is pelf— 
Loot of the city in Gold and Fame. 
Yes, Kipling epitomized Howard Hughes: 


Plunder of earth shall be all his own 
Who travels the fastest and travels alone.

of his home, gave me a gigantic cigar 


and a big whisky and soda, patted me 
on the back, told me to put my feet 
on the table if I wanted to, and then, 
leaning back expansively, said: ‘Now, 
dook, what will you take in cash to be 
my son-in-law?’ ” 

Until the day he died recently in 
England, at the age of 69, the titled 
cosmopolite insisted this was one of 
the experiences he encountered in 
that so, so fabulous America. He 
always added that he turned the offer 
down flatly, even though “the lovely 
Echo was waiting for me in the hall.” 


He overlooked the fact that old 
Haw Tabor, the erstwhile prospector 
whose silver mines had made him one 
of the richest men in thé world, died 
penniless when “the lovely Echo” 
whose full name was Rosemary 
Silver Dollar Echo Honeymoon Tabor 

-was only nine years old, 


His Lordship may have recounted 
this fabulous tale as an allegory be- 
cause he eventually married an 
American heiress, Helena, _ the 
daughter of Eugene Zimmerman, a 
railroad magnate, and she reputedly 
brought along a million dollars to pay 
her bridegroom’s debts. 

Money was always at the bottom 
of the Duke’s troubles, although he 
considered himself an astute business- 
man. When he was released from 
prison in 1935. after serving a brief 
term on a fraud charge for pawning 
his mother’s jewels, he said: 

“My one regret in life is that I 
was never allowed to go into business 
when I was a boy. I have been so 
broke that I have only just been able 
to pay for my valet’s meals.” 

William Angus Drogo Montagu, 
the ninth Duke of Manchester, was 
Britain’s most celebrated spendthrift. 
He went into bankruptcy three times 
and was constantly being sued for 
unpaid bills, but he continued to live 
as though he were a scion of inex- 
haustible wealth. 

Manchester had always had close 
American connections—his mother 
was Consuelo, daughter of Don An- 
tonio Yznaga del Valle of Louisiana 
and Cuba—and he claimed credit for 
having introduced the Vanderbilts and 
the Goulds into New York society. 

He said George Gould got his start 
at a dinner party which he persuaded 
his influential! friends to attend, while 
the W. K. Vanderbilts were launched 
at a ball in 1883 to which his mother 
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By Warren Hall 


invited the guests. A boy of five, 
he sat in his nightshirt in a. gallery 
overlooking the ballroom. 

The Duke was fond of recalling 
that experience, but it wasn’t the only 
time he appeared in a ballroom in un- 
conventional garb. Once, at a very 
fancy ball in London, his skin-tight 
trousers split when he bent over. He 
sneaked into the near-by ladies’ dress- 
ing room, ducked behind a screen, 
removed his pants and handed them 
to the maid to sew up. A few 
minutes later twOd women entered the 
room and headed toward the screen. 

Manchester, in dismay, bolted to a 
door behind him which he thought 
led into a closet. He dashed head- 
long through the portal and found 
himself standing, pantsless, in the 
middle of the ballroom. 

Responsibilities were thrust on 
Manchester at an early age. He was 
a schoolboy of 13 when his father 
died, leaving him the title plus three 
castles, 4,000 acres and a valuable art 
collection. Nevertheless, he insisted 
that the income was $10,000 less than 
nothing a year, and that the $40,000 
a year he received from his mother 
merely kept things going. 

By his first wife the Duke had 
four children: Viscount Mandeville, 
who inherited the dukedom; Lord 
Edward Montagu, who was a“private 
in the U. S. Army during the last 
war; and two daughters, Lady Louise 
and Lady Mary. 

A few days after he was divorced 
in 1931, he married Kathleen Dawes, 
an English actress who brought

beauty but no money into the house- 
hold. They tried to get a license in 
New York with no success and finally 
took their vows in Greenwich, Conn. 

The duke was never loath to dis- 
cuss his romantic escapades, but he 
frowned on the practice when others 
indulged. Once, when the former 
Crown Prince of Germany boasted 
that he was having an affair with a 
friend of the duke’s, Manchester 
challenged him to a duel. The prince 
declined. Another time, when a visit- 
ing Frenchman made the same mis- 
take at a house party, the duke and 
his friends took turns beating him. 

Manchester’s fatal fondness for 
gambling may have sprung from a 
trip to Monte Carlo when he was 20. 
He had only $20 when he arrived, but 
by phenomenal luck he parlayed it 
into $150,000 in three’ days. 

His host on the trip was in love 
with a charming visitor who always 
had a friend with her. He asked

Manchester to take the friend on an 
excursion. When the duke saw her, 
his heart sank. She was the dowdi- 
est girl he had ever seen. 

With his gambling winnings he 
engaged the best beauty specialists in 
Monte Carlo to work on gher and 
bought her a wardrobe designed by 
the leading couturier. ‘The trans- 
formation made such a change in her 
appearance and personality that she 
married-an English peer and became 
a celebrated coquette after | her 
marriage. 

“TI knew just how Pygmalion felt,” 
the Duke remarked at the time he 
was writing his ‘memoirs. “In my 
case, though, the young lady just ig- 
nored me after her metamorphosis.” 

During his last years Manchester 
quieted down considerably, but at the 
end he looked back on a singularly 
unproductive life with many regrets. 

“My trouble,” he said, “is that I 
have always been a mug. I am not 
sure I am glad I was born a duke.” 
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OOD fortuhe smiled 

Yolande Uvyarte Parke 

New York’s Supreme 
bench recently. 

To some it was reminiscent of the 
many times fortune smiled on Yo. 
jande’s famous mother, glamorous 
Hilda Ferguson of the Follies and 
queen of Broadway in the 20s 

In Yolande’s case there was a 
judge's decision that the 26-year-old 
dancer, also known as Hilda Fergu- 
son professionally, did not jeopardize 
her right to collect alimony when 
she dined and danced with men other 
than her estranged husband. 

As a result, Frank Parker—the 
radio-crooner husband from whom 
Yolande has been separated since the 
spring of 1945 —-once more must live 
up to the agreement that he pay her 
approximately $600 a month. 

In addition, there is a matter of 
about $7,000 in back pay. Of this 
sum, $4,467.50 was owing, Yolande 
said, when she entered her complaint 
in court that Frank didn’t send her 
those monthly checks any more. 

The balance is accrual from that 
date until the time of the court’s 
decision in her favor. 

Radio-singer Parker’s answer to 
this complaint was a protest that 
some of Yolande’s behavior had held 
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him up to public ridicule and humil- 
jated him. 

There had been a trip to Nassau, 
where, Parker said, Yolande was the 
guest of the Canadian gold mine heir, 
Duncan McMartin. 

According to Frank, when he 
learned of this through some of Man- 
hattan’s gossips, he was molested. 
That is, as defined in Webster’s dic- 
tionary, “troubled, annoyed or vexed.” 

One clause in the Parker separa- 


tion agreement states that “neither 
party shall molest the other.” 

After hearing about certain Me- 
Martin parties in the Bahamas, where 
Yolande reportedly played hostess, 
Frank claimed that he spent many 
sleepless nights worrying about the 
state of affairs. He consulted his at- 
torney and apparently believing that 
Yolande’s conduct had made the sep- 
aration agreement void he stopped 
making those alimony payments. 

When Yolande returned she and 
Frank had lunch at the Waldorf- 
Astoria to talk things over. 

There, he says, she told him that

was in love with her. As SQgn as 
each of them could get a divorce, 
Frank says Yolande told him, she and 
Duncan would marry. 

There already was pending a 
separation suit in which the plaintiff, 
Pauline Settle Sears McMartin, who 
is Duncan’s fourth wife, had made 
mention of her husband’s attentions 
to the dancer, Hilda Ferguson. 

With some -final settlement of 
his problems in view. Frank Parker 
agreed, at that Waldorf 
Yuncheon, to go to Nevada for a 
divorce Which Yolande would not con. 
test. The couple.met for cocktails 
that evening and Frank gave Yolande 
a piece of jewelry as a parting gift. 

Before Frank left New York, how. 
ever, Yolande told him there would 
be no divorce. Then she took her 
monetary problems to court. 

To Frank’s accusation that her 
friendship with Duncan McMartin and 
other men had not been innocent, 
Yolande said: 

“TIT swear by all that I hold sacred 
that all of the allegations, insinua- 
tions and charges of impropriety 
made by my husband against me, in 
connection with Mr. McMartin, are 
false and slanderous. All of the alle- 
gations are based on hearsay, gossip 
and scandal-mongering.”’ 

After due deliberation Supreme 
Court Justice Bernard Botein found 
nothing. humiliating to Parker in 
Yolande’s spending some of her time 
in night spots with other men. His 
ruling upheld the separation agree- 
ment, with its alimony payments. 

A judgment has been filed against 
Frank ~ Parker for the sum of 
$4,467.50, the original amount due 
when the matter went to court. 

It will be recalled by those who 
remember New York during the pro- 
hibition era that the Hilda Ferguson 
of those days had millionaires; power 
ful figures of the underworld, and 
big-wigs of politics for her admirers. 

Her little girl, Yolande, led a 
sheltered life with relatives in Balti 
more until she was 17. Then she won 
a beauty contest and was “discovered” 
by Nils T. Granlund, her mother’s 
press agent of 15 years earlier. 

Stepping into her mother’s shoes 

as a showgirl, Yolande never quite 
filled them. Even under the charmed 
name of Hilda Ferguson she failed to 
attain the same fame. 
* The daughter, who has inherited 
much of her mother’s beauty, how. 
ever, may also share her penchant for 
wealthy admirers. 

Yet Hilda Ferguson of the Follies 
never married a millionaire. That 
famous beauty died practically alone 
and penniless in a New York hospital 
at the age of 29. 

What happens next in Yolande 
Parker's life remains to be seen. 

Her husband,’ Frank Parker, 
speaking through his attorney, has 
said that he will appeal and try to 
have the court’s decision reversed. 
He takes this step, he says, as a ser- 
vice to all husbands who find them. 
selves in the same boat he’s in-——pay- 
ing the bills that keep his wife looking 
lovely to some other man’s eyes.

OULDN’T the present servant 

shortage be solved in many 

American homes if parents gave 
their children more household jobs to 
do? Wouldn't the youngsters benefit 
by the added responsibility? 

These questions were raised by a 
number of grown-ups who, remember- 
ing the routine dusting, dishwashing 
and wood-chopping duties of their own 
younger days, feel that today’s chil- 
dren aren't given credit for all the 
things they can do. A generation or 
two ago, it was pointed out, a large 
family was considered a distinct ad- 
vantage. Each child did an allotted 
share of the work. 

Was there anything 
that old practice? 

Turning to an expert on child 
development, Dr. Portia Hamilton, 
consulting psychologist of New York 
City, for an opinion the puzzled adults 
were told, “The home may be even 
less well kept than‘usual if the chil- 
dren are allowed to help, but they will 
grow up better men and women 
because they had the chance.” 
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This seems to put it up to parents 
to train their children in household 
responsibilities even if, it is hard. 

“Some children are good at using 
their hands,” the psychologist con. 
tinues, “others aren’t. Mothers and 
fathers should study each child’s 
ability and assign tasks in accordance 
with his or her aptitudes. 

“The woman who gives her three- 
year-old daughter unbreakable pots 
and pans to dry when the little one 
offers to help is far wiser,” Dr. 
Hamilton explains, “than the one who 
habitually says, ‘Run along. I can do 
it better myself’.”’ 

Awkwardness in work habits may 
be due to lack of muscular develop- 
ment as well as lack of training in 
how best to do things. Yet it fre- 
quently is at a stage when a child is 
least capable that he is most willing. 

The five-year-old, experts find, is 
an ardent helper if mother will take 
the time to show him where to put 
the dishes in the cupboard, and how 
to set the table. 

While city apartments’ usually 
don't offer as many jobs suitable for 
children as do suburban, or small 
town, homes, nine-year-old Johnny 
who lives in an apartment hotel came 
home from boarding school one week 
end with a housework program. 

When dinner was over Johnny got 
up from the table and said, “Let me 
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wash the dishes. I’ve learned how to 
do it quite well.” Next morning he 
volunteered, “I can make beds, too.” 

Most nine-year-olds, according to 
research carried out by Dr. Frances 
Ilg and Dr. Arnold Gesell at Yale 
University’s Clinic of Child Develop- 
ment, are capable of doing many 
chores when asked. They can work 
by themselves when told what to do 
and frequently like to take over diffi- 
cult jobs because they feel a protective 
attitude toward mother. 

The seven-year-old, on the other 
hand, likes to work as a helper. Give 
him a job as an errand runner during 
an afternoon in the garden; or let the 
girl or boy of this age do short jobs 
like. emptying wastebaskets or gar- 
bage pails, prepare vegetables, help 
with the dishes or dusting. 

Dr. Hamilton believes that children 
should Understand they are members 
of a group, the family, that is carry- 
ing a definite work load. Since chil- 


_dren are too small to earn the money, 


they must help lessen the duties of 
the father who gets the salary and 
the mother who cares for the home. 

Another question that arises in the 
minds of parents today is, “Sheuld 
children be paid a small sum for the 
work they do?” 

Dr. Hamilton says, “No.” Yet she

favors an allowance in accordance 
with the child’s maturity but in no 
way related to any of his tasks. 

One father who believes in job 
payments explains that in this sub- 
urban home some household chores, 
such as caring for their own rooms 
and clothes, have no payment attached. 
Other special jobs, like mowing the 
lawn or doing a complete clean-up of 
the kitchen after dinner, may be 
elected and paid for at a set rate. 

The age of the child is a greai 
factor in the type of work he likes to 
do, the Yale experimenters have 
learned, 

The eight-year-cld, for instance, 
hates routine dishwashing and clean. 
ing, but likes to volunteer for unusual 
jobs. Boys and girls of this age like 
especially to cook and bake, so why 
not give them some special lessons? 

The willing child, however, may be 
overburdened with housework, Dr. 
Hamilton warns, as she cites the 
tragic remark of an overworked child 
who said, “I’m waiting to grow up 
so I can have more time.” 

It is mothers who had to do too 
much when they were young, who 
neglect to give their children neces- 
sary responsibilities. 

As children grow colder there are 
many outside demands on their time 
such as boy scouts, girl scouts, reli. 
gious organizations, athletics, music 
and homework. 

It takes a wise parent, Dr. Hamil 
ton suggests, to apportion the jobs 
according to the child’s ability and 
mother and father may have to have 
the organizing ability of high-powered 
executives to run the family schedule.

BANK failed im Chicago im 1915. Its assets 
were liquidated and the depositors were 
paid off at 35 cents on the dollar. Legally 

that was the end of it. Morally it was the end, 
too except for one man, the bank’s president. 

The failure, which hadn’t been his fault, had 
left him penniless with a wife and four children 
to support, but he vowed that some day, some- 
how, every depositor would be paid in full. It 
was a self-imposed task that might have soured 
many a man on life, but its effect on Frank Roti 
was exactly the opposite. 

By thrift and diligence, Roti, at 33, had be- 
come president of the Western Savings Bank. 
Most of the depositors were immigrant Italian 
laborers and their small accounts represented 
their life savings. On Feb. 17, 1915, four armed 
men robbed the bank of $2,200. 

The loss was covered by insurance and every- 
thing would have been al! right if the depositors 
hadn't become panicky. : 

They started a run, and in a short time the 
institution was forced to close. 

Much of the bank’s money had been put in 
real estate, which was sold at a loss by the 
liquidators. Roti’s home and the $12,000 he had 
saved went in the crash. He had $12 left. That 
wasn’t enough to pay his $20 moving bill, so the 
movers took the living room rug. 

The erstwhile bank president finally found a 
job as a meat cutter at $19 a week. Six months 
later he got a raise—to $20. Gradually his 
salary climbed to $30 and in 1920 he became a 
store manager at $60 a week. Living costs had 
climbed and wWith six children (two had been 
born since the bank failure) to feed, clothe and 
educate, there was little opportunity to save. 

Roti managed to scrape $300 together and 
opened a butcher shop of his own. It prospered 
moderately. Little by little he began to pay the 
débts he didn’t really owe. The first was to a 
widow whose husband had died not long after 
the crash, leaving her with a large family. 

She got $231 in five installments, interspersed 
with boxes of supplies from the Roti shop. 

As far as he was able to determine, Roti paid 
off the next few in the order of their need. It 
was a constant*drain, but the Roti family lived 
very frugally. Repayment had become amiost 
an obsession. Even the children felt it. Their 
meagre earnings went to the cause. 

One morning Roti delivered a package of meat 
to a widow who was on his list but hadn't yet 
been paid. She invited him into the kitchen and 
asked him to sit down. 

As he settled himself in a chair, a husky youth 
loomed over him with a raised stiletto. In the 
boy's other hand were notes for the $300 his 
mother had lost in the bank failure. 

“If you don’t want to die now,” he growled, 
“sign these.” 

Roti signed. A few weeks later the widow 
brought them into court in an effort to collect. 
The notes were declared worthless and it was 
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only through Roti’s intercession that the claimant 
was saved from going to jail. 

Outside the court he told her: 

“You must have been in desperate straits to 
do a thing like that. I’m going to send you $10 
a month.” 

He did, and kept it up almost 20 years. 

When the bank failed, Roti had computed his 
“debts” at $18,000. By 1938 he had satisfied his 
conscience for all but $4,000, and some of his 
assumed creditors had been repaid temfold. His 
wife was dead and his youngest child was 21. 

For many years he had wanted to join the 
Missionary Fathers of St. Charles, a Catholic 
order. He called his children together. 

“You know I have nothing but our home,” 
he said. “From now on it is yours. My creditors 
are not fully paid, but I am going to devote the 
rest of my life to God, and I feel sure He will 
take care of them.” 

The ex-banker and ex-butcher became an 
oblate brother at the Sacred Heart Seminary at 
Melrose Park, Ill. When the war broke, his sons 
entered military service. The children decided 
to sell the house. 

They sent their father a check for the full 
amount “to settle your debt.” After a conference 
with his superior, Brother Francis —-as he was 
called now — decided he couldn't accept the money. 
It must be invested for his children.

Apparently Brother Francis hadn't lost the 
banking touch. The investments were unusually 
good, and when the children got together again 
for the first time in five years, they decided 
unanimously not to take a penny unless their 
father would accept the amount needed to satisfy 
his 30-year ambition. 

So, a few days before last Christmas, a 65- 
year-old unofficial, unbewhiskered Santa Claus 
set out to balance his ledger. 

Some of the prospective beneficiaries of his 
integrity had vanished from the old neighborhood, 
but Brother Francis traced them through school 
and church records. Some had died, but he lo- 
cated their children. 

Many of the repayment scenes were poignant. 
The widow with the threatening son didn’t want 
to be paid; she wanted her “pension” to continue. 

The daughter of a deceased depositor was 
living with her three little girls in a shabby flat 
on Chicago’s west side. 

“Just think,” she said, “now my babies can 
have something for Christmas.” 

A few of the recipients mailed back their 
checks asking that the money be used for charity. 
That gave Brother Francis an idea. Now he hopes 
to found a home for ex-creditors who need one, 

Of course, he hasn’t enough money yet, but he 
says he feels sure God will help him find a way, 
just as He helped him to fulfill his dearest wish.

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The Rhymer Was Royally 
Bred, but Anemic, and Mrs. 
Whitney Consented to a 
Blood Transfusion. The Colt 
Eventually Won the Classic 
Widener Handicap for Her 
Against 16 of the Best Horses 
in Training.

HERE may be some doubt as to who the First 
Ta of the Turf is now, but that’s only be- 

cause Mrs. Payne Whitney died in 1944. é 

For most of the 36 years that this gracious 
lady lent her energy, influence, charm and fortune 
to the Sport of Kings, her black and pink Green- 
tree colors represented Racing’s Royal Purple. 

Winning attention early in life as a writer of 
verse, it was poetic justice that her greatest tri- 
umph on the turf should be achieved with a weak- 
ling named The Rhymer, late in her career. 

This is saying a lot for a woman who saddled 
two Kentueky Derby winners and poured more 
than .$12,000,000 of her huge fortune into the im- 
provement of the breed. 

Mrs. Whitney was the daughter of John Hay, 
one-time secretary to President Lincoln, later Sec- 
retary of State and Ambassador to England. Her 
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noted father was Lincoln’s official biographer. 
The writing talent she inherited ran to verse. 

As a young woman in the nation’s capital, her 
fresh beauty won her the soubriquet of ‘““The Rose 
of Washington.” 

But the idle, empty role of social butterfly 
didn't appeal to this intelligent beauty. While 
others in her set fought to stave off ennui in a 
mad whirl of social events, she turned out book 
after book of children’s stories and eight volumes 
of verse. 


PYER wedding to Payne Whitney was one of the 
notable social events of her age. 

When Payne Whitney died in 1927 he left a 
fortune of $200,000,000, the largest on record and 
this later doubled in value. 

Marrying into the “horsey” Whitney family, it 
was only natural that Mrs. Whitney should soon 
take an interest in the noble beast even though 
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her husband didn’t cancern himself as much with 
racing as his brother,SHarry Payne Whitney, did. 

During the first decade of the 20th century, 
Mrs. Whitne s one of the most skilled eques- 
triennes in tl nited States, a dashing figure at 
all the society horse shows. 

It was while she was active in the field of show 
horses that sie heard from friends about a re- 
markable Irish-bred jumper named Web Carter, 
owned by a Virginia breeder. The horse would 
probably be an outstanding steeplechase racer 
save for one great drawback.—he wouldn't let any- 
one but his trainer ride him. 

The jumper’s reputation for orneriness became 
so widespread that he was known throughout the 
breeding industry as “The Extermination Society.” 

To a woman of spirit such as she, who prided 
herself in having a way with horses, the case of 
Web Carter presented a challenge. 

Without wasting time, she bought the unruly 
jumper, and set for herself the task of breaking 
him, at which so many men had failed. 


FOR three months, Mrs. Whitney applied her- 

self to the job as assiduously as if she were 
turning out a book of verses to meet a publisher’s 
deadline. It was a much harder chore than mak- 
ing rhymes and writing lines that scanned. 

Vveb Carter had accepted the challenge, too, 
and it was his will against hers. 

The Rose of Washington had the stronger will, 
it turned out, and Web Carter became a docile 
animal who would let any rider mount him. 
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Web Carter never broke any records as a hedge 
hopper but he did become one of the most reliable 
steeplechasers of that period. 

At any rate, the American turf owes him an un- 
dying debt of gratitude because he brought the 
gracious lady who tamed him into racing. At- 
tracted to the turf by her experience with the 
jumper, she spent money lavishly for jumpers, 
sprinters and routers. 

If she had sought material success, she would 
have become discouraged soon enough because 
her huge investment brought few results in the 
way of stakes won. But this in itself was another 
challenge. The daughter of John Hay did not 
give up easily, once she set her will to a _ task. 

She acquired an 8,500-acre estate, Greenwood, 
in Thomasville, Ga. Her 752-acre breeding farm 
was one of the show places of Lexington, Ky. At 
Manhasset, L. Ll., her Greentree estate served as 
the Whitney home during the metropolitan racing 

season. The racing set sam- 
pled her queenly hospitality 
at her big gray house in 
Saratoga during August, the 
racing month at the-Spa. 

She also maintained a 
small establishment outside 
Louisville for Derby week 
and in between her travels 
around the racing circuit, 
there was her city residence. 

She always traveled in 
her private railroad car, The 
Wanderer, and _ she _ didn’t 
deny her race horses the 
luxuries she provided for her 
own comfort. 

They traveled in_ plush- 
walled, Pullman type horse 
vans. Bill Brennan, and, in 
later years, John Gaver, a 
Princeton graduate, trained 
her horses. 

She employed the _ best 
jockeys—-among them Char- 

ley Kurtsinger, Silvio Coucci, 
es 84 now deceased, and Eddie 
, Arcaro. 

Just as aé_e steeplechase 
horse brought her her first moral victory, it was 
in the jumper class that she met with her first 
success as a breeder. Cherry Pie and Jolly Roger, 
products of her breeding farm, did her proud. 

In 1931, Twenty Grand had won the Kentucky 
Derby for her and Shut Out gave her her second 
Derby victory in ]942. 

Stir Up, DevifDiver, and Four Freedoms, three 
consistent stake+ winners, more than helped pay 
for their oats, and immaculate stalls. 

It was with The Rhymer, however, that Mrs. 
Whitney performed her greatest feat as a horse. 
woman. This colt, bred by the Greentree Stable 
at her Kentucky farm, was by St. Germans out of 
Rhythmic, by Royal Minstrel. 

Because of his fine blood lines, great things 
were expected from The Rhymer. But alas, blood 
lines and blood are two different things. 


HAT the colt had in the way of notable ances- 
tors was more than offset by a serious de- 
ficiency in his vital fluid. 

The veterinarians, who flocked to him in re- 
lays, agreed that they had never encountered such 
a bad case of anemia in man or beast. 

Shrewd bookmakers would have given 10 to 1] 
that he wouldn't live to his first birthday 

The more vets who came, the weaker the spin- 
dle-legged little bag of bones grew until one horse 
doctor, more daring and imaginative than the rest, 
suggested a blood transfusion. 

Never before, had this been tried with a horse 
and there was not data on blood types 

But the case was so desperate that Mrs. Whit- 
ney gave her consent 

Some rich horse blood was drawn from veins 
of a robust Stallion and transferred by tube into 
the starved arterial system of the puny colt. 

The effect was almost immediate, The Rhymer 
kicked up his hind legs, then reared up and 
whinnied like Man o’ War calling his mate. 

Turned out into the rich Blue Grass pasturage, 
The Rhymer soon began to make reason. Mrs. 
Whitney coddled him like she would a baby. 

For two years, the colt was allowed to live 
the life of an equine Reilly in green pastures, 
with never a care in the world. 

At the age of three, The Rhymer was put 
through a light training routine without ap- 
parent ill effects. 

The Greentree staff suspected that his speed 
may have been permanently impeded by his 
wrong start in life and decided to-send him out 
against a cheap grade of competition. 

Eleven times he went to post as a three-year- 
old and, to the surprise of all, won five times. 

His purses amounted to only $7,000, it is Zrue, 
but a miracle had been performed even whergThe 


Rhymer Went to the post for the first time. 

This was the type of victory that Mrs. Whitney 
prized more than winning a Kentucky Derby. 

True sportswoman and horse lover that she 
was, it gave her more satisfaction to meet a 
challenge successfully and conquer obs‘acles that 
seemied insurmountable than to win a big race 
with a horse whose breeding and training made 
it almost impossible for- him to lose it, 

After every race, The Rhymer was examined 
carefully by a veterinarian. Mrs. Whitney had 
given strict instructions to her staff that the colt 
was never to be permitted to race unless fit. 

In his four-year-old campaign, The Khymer 
won three out of Six races, still against cheap 
competition. He had developed into a “sweater” 
and was a jittery starter--reminders of his 
anemic babyhood., 

When the -Hialeah meeting of 1942 rolled 
around, Mrs. Whitney’s health had begun to fail. 

The big race of the Florida season is the 
Widener Handicap. The seventh running of this 
event was set for March 2, that year. 


LL the leading stables were represented in the 

classic and, though The Rhymer was away 
over his head, John Gaver had entered him out of 
deference to Mrs. Whitney’s wishes. 

She had abounding faith in the little weakling 
whose life she had saved for a useful racing 
career, although shrewd horsemen shook their 
heads as if to say: ‘““‘Too bad Mrs. Whitney doesn’t 
have a better horse to start! A victory in this 
event might serve as a tonic for her.” 

The day before the big race, War Relic was 
scratched by the Glen Riddle Farms, because of 
illness, and that left Eddie Arcaro, contract rider 
for that stable, open for an outside@engagement, 
John Gaver signed him immediately to ride The 
Rhymer. 

Seventeen horses went to the post, lured by 
the $50,00Q added stake. ‘Twenty-six thousand 
racing fans swarmed into beautiful, palm-studded 
Hialeah, 

The field was so large two starting gates had 
to be used for the first time in an American 
race. The Rhymer, to whom 109 pounds had 
been assigned, was two pounds overweight with 
Arearo up. 

The feverish interest in the race was reflected 
im the betting ring. Market Wise opened at 12 to 5, 
but so highly esteemed was this good handicap 
horse owned by a Long Island contractor named 
Louis Tufano that a flood of money beat his 
price down to 6 to 5. 

Mrs. Parker Corning’s speed merchant, At- 
tention, attracted plenty of his namesake not to 
mention moola, and was backed down from 3 to 1 
to 7 to 5. 

C. S. Howard’s entry, Porter’s Cap and Mio- 
land, opened at 6 to 1 and closed-at 3 to 1. 

Alsab, the grab-bag wonder horse from Chi- 
cago, was hammered down from 5 to 1 to 3 to 1. 

The Rbymer and Olympus were field horses. 
Those who bet on Olympus that day must have 
been guided by an impulse from that towering 
throne of the gods. 

Arearo rated The Rhymer alo:.¢ behind the 
leaders for the greater part of .the mile and a 
quarter route. 

Then, rounding the stretch, he took the blood 
transfusion case around the pack on ‘the outside, 
caught up with Best Seller and his fieldmate, 
Olympus, approaching the wire and just got him 
up to win by a head. 

Best Seller in turn poked his head in front of 
Olympus, thus denying the despised field horses 
the honor of finishing one-two. 

Those who had the same faith in The Rhymer 
as his owner, at the pari-mutuel windows, were 
rewarded with an official payoff of $32.80, $13.90 
and $12. 

Ol\:imopus paid $12 for show also, sinee he was 
coupled with The Rhymer in the field test 
Sselier was an even better investment Hie re 
warded his backers at the_rate of $53.20 for place 
and $27.60 for -show.

Don't Let Strangers Kiss Your Baby 
if You Want to Insure Against Painful 
Vincent's Infection.

WOMAN with loose teeth and 
bleeding gums went to a Bos- 


dentist. The dentist told 
the woman that she must have all 
of her teeth drawn at once. The 
dentist tried to persuade her to have 
her teeth drawn that afternoon. She 
succeeded in getting out of his office. 
She went to New York. She saw an- 
other dentist. 

That dentist said, “The Boston 
quack should be in jail. All you have 
is trench mouth, and medicine cost- 
ing less than a dollar which you can 
get at any drug store will cure you.” 

The wife of a veteran living in 
one of the veterans’ housing projects 
in a suburb of New York had bleed- 
ing gums and loose front teeth. She 
went to a neighboring dentist. The 
dentist told her her teeth must be 
pulled at once. She left his office 
and went to another dentist who told 
her she had “trench mouth” and it 
could be easily cured. He advised 
her to increase the drinking of citrus 
juices and to use a sodium perborate 
preparation which could be bought 
for less than a dollar. 

Dr. Morris Fishbein, Editor, Jour- 
nal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion and Hygeia, the Health Maga- 
zine, has prepared the following arti- 
cle for this magazine on Vincent's 
infection or “trench mouth”: 

The modern conscientious dentist 
ig more concerned with saving the 
teeth than with making false ones. 

He will wish to have a proper 
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study made of the infection to make 
certain of its natufe. He will try, 
at least for a while, treatment with 
some of the effective substances 
such simple and well-known drugs 
as the peroxides, the perborates, the 
new “antibiotics,” like sulfonamides 
and penicillin and streptomycin, and 
even the arsenicals (arsenic-contain- 
ing substances)—-before attempting 
removal of the teeth. 

The development of such 
destroying substances increases 
possibility of clearing. up 
mouth without extraction of teeth. 

It was shortly after World War I 
that “trench mouth,” with bleeding 
of gums and a nasty sore throat, 
began to be transmitted rapidly from 
one person to another through the 
use of common dishes. not properly 
sterilized, and through kissing. 

A French physician named Henri 
Vincent had described this infection 
of the mouth and throat long before 
as a specific disease due to a pectliar 
Spiral germ. 

Scientifically, then, the 
has been called Vincent's 
or Vincent’s angina. 

The usual symptoms of this infec- 
tion include a slight increase in tem- 
perature, pain on swallowing, enlarge- 
ment of the glands of the neck, and 
a yellowish-gray membrane in the 
mouth and throat.

During the last 20 years there 
has been a succession of treatments 
for this disease, culminating now in 
the use of antibiotics, that is, of sul 
fonamides and penicillin. 

As far back as 1927 
Suggested that the disease 
controlled by repeated use of 
tions of hydrogen. peroxide. 

Then came the application of a 
paste of sodium perborate. Physi- 
cians and dentists suggested also that 
it would be advisable to have the 
teeth clean and smooth and to dis- 
continue tobacco in all forms. 

New York, one of the most pro- 
pressive of our states in matters of 
public health, had made the condi 
tion reportable in 1922. Even though 
all the cases were probably not re- 
ported to the health authorities, the 
statistics showed that the condition 
had increased at least 10 times from 
1922 through 1930 

Students of the disease had also 
become convinced that damage to the 
tissues of the mouth resulting from 
vitamin deficiencies associated with 
the. condition called scurvy, diabetes, 
lead or bismuth poisoning could make 
secondary invasion by the spiral or- 
ganisms of Vincent's infection much 
more likely. 

Because the arsenical preparations 
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were known to have specific effects 
against other types of spiral organ- 
isms, some physicians attempted the 
control of Vincent’s’§ infection - by 
painting the gums with arsphena 
mine, salvarsan or neosalvarsan. 

Most physicians had become con 
vinced that hydrogen peroxide should 
be used to remove the infected ma 
terial, after-which sodium perborate 
could be applied because it was found 
to have a definite effect in destroying 
the germs of Vincent's infection. So 
dium perborate, however, when used 
in strong solutions, occasionally had 
burned the tender gums and cheeks. 

When the antibiotic drugs, begin 
ning with sulfanilamide, were found, 
they were tried also_on Vincent's in 
fection. The sulfonamides were in 
corporated in chewing gum with the 
idea that the gums and teeth could 
then be kept in contact with the 
saliva saturated with the sulfa drug. 

Other methods of treatment have 
included a wide variety of antiseptics 
such as weak tincture of.iodine, weak 
silver nitrate, weak zinc chloride and 
some of the antiseptic dyes. In fact, 
Army investigators found a_ good 
many years ago that pure soaps have 
a definite effect for destroying spiral 
germs, and they recommend frequent 
use of soapy dentifrices. 

Most recent and by far the most 
helpful in the treatment of Vincent’s 
infection is apparently penicillin. 
This is used in a variety of ways, 
both by injection into the tissues and 
by. application directly to the infected 
areas. .Lozenges of penicillin have 
been developed which can be held 
in the mouth.

CHAPTER | 
Murder in Madison Square Garden 


HIS is the untold story of the most spectacu- 

lar murder case in the history of American 
jurisprudence. 

It is the story, never before revealed to the 
American people, of the late Harry Kendall ‘Thaw 
and of the extraordinary events which preceded 
and followed his shooting of Stanford White. 

Alone and forgotten, aged relic.of an epic 
drama; Thaw died in Florida last Feb. 22. All 
over the country, newspaper readers saw the 
headlines reporting his death-—-and turned the 
page. 

In Pittsburgh, his native city, a mere 14 per- 
sons saw him to his last resting place. Curiosity 
seekers, who in an earlier day would have mobbed 
the funeral chapel and cemetery, were conspicu- 
ous by their absence. 

Knowing so little about the deceased, most 
Americans could not contrast this obscure event 
in Pittsburgh with a scene in New York one 
June night more than 40 years before. 

That was the hight that 35-year-old Harry 
Thaw, attending a premiere at Madison Square 
Garden Roof with his young and beautiful wife, 
Evelyp Nesbit Thaw, faced White and, before 
the startled eyes of spectators and performers, 
shot him dead, thereby precipitating the most 
dynamite-packed cause celebre in criminal annals. 

It may come as a surprise, but the fact is 
that Thaw lived to an advanced age and went 
to his grave an unknown man. Millions of words 
were printed about him in the course of his 
career, but these ‘words never actually added up 
to a true and complete picture. 

Misconceptions about him were generated after 
the shooting, they persisted through the years, 
and they were echoed in his obituaries. The fact 
is that no story within memory was so distorted 
as the story of Harry Thaw. 

Contrary to widespread belief, he never was 
found guilty of killing White. He was shunted 
into an insane asylum, the pawn of a conspiracy 
which got under way within a few- hours of the 
shooting and never relaxed through two trials 
and long years of incarceration. 

Few observers had the vision at the time to 
foresee such an eventuality. One who did was 
Arthur Brisbane of the New York Evening Journal. 

Three days after the shooting, that gi#at ed 
itor and writer warned against hushing up “any 
part of a story more dreadful than any page ever 
written in this nation’s history.” 

Brisbane, alone among the newspapermen of 
the nation, sensed what was likely to happen, 
and what did happen. 

It was because facts were hushed that Thaw 
landed in an asylum with a blackened name. It 
was because facts were suppressed or twisted 
that the public, then and afterward, never got a 
true picture of the unparalleled drama. 

Now, thanks largely to a man who became 
Thaw’s most trusted confidant and adviser, The 
American Weekly is in a position to present the 
real story, based on details previously unavailable 
for publication. ‘This man is William C. Dannen- 
berg, veteran private investigator of Chicago, 
who was the repository of ‘Thaw’s most intimate 
secrets for more than 30 years.

To the public, the killing of Stanford White, 
America’s foremost architect, the man who had 
designed the magnificent the. origina! Madi- 
son Square Garden, came with the - suddenness 
of a thunderclap. 

Nothing had appeared in the newspapers to 
prepare the people for such a shock. Ignorant 
of the background of the case, they had to form 
their ideas and opinions from the groping, fre- 
quently erroneous, day-by-day accounts. 

Most people knew that Harry Thaw was a 
Pittsburgh millionaire who had married Evelyn 
Nesbit, a former artist’s model and chorus girl. 
Many persons also had heard of Stanford White. 

But they knew little else. They did not know 
that this tragedy, enacted in the midst of a plit 
tering first-night audience in a setting of colorful 
lights and scenery and star-studded sky, was the 
culmination of a series of events which had begun 
almost five years before. 

These events had gone back to an August 
afternoon in 1901 when Evelyn Nesbit, not vet 
17, first met White in his 24th Street studio and. 
with her friend, Edna Goodrich, first played on 
the wealthy architect’s famous red velvet swing. 

Much had happened since that carefree occa- 
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sion. Just what, the public had no means of 
knowing. 

The premiere at the roof theatre, which was 
also opening for the first time that evening of 
June 25, 1906, featured a new musical, “Mamzelle 
Champagne,” starring Viola de Costa and Harry 
Short. 

White, who was vice-president of the Garden, 
had come in late and seated himself alone at a 
table fairly close to the stage. 

At 11:05 o’clock, with the show still in prog- 
ress, Thaw and his party, including Evelyn and 
two friends, had started to leave. 

They were heading toward the elevator at the 
rear of the gayly decorated roof theater. 

Other patrons were: also leaving, for “Mam- 
zelle Champagne” had become over-long. 

Suddenly Thaw murmured “Excuse me,” strode 
back down the aisle toward the stage, drew a’ 
revolver from underneath his long, loose-fitting 
topcoat, and fired three shots at the massively- 
built architect. 

White apparently had started to rise, but he 
did not have time. His body turned half around, 
and he slid to the floor. 

Audience and performers froze in open- 
mouthed horror. Lionel Lawrence, the manager 
of the show, rushed into view, shouting, “Go on 
playing! Bring on the chorus!” 

But the girls were too paralyzed to move, the 
musicians could only stare at Thaw and the still 
body on the floor. 

Thaw, meanwhile, had broken open the gun, 
ejecting the remaining bullets, then thrust the 
weapon high inio the air, holding it by the barrel. 

Obviously this was a deliberate gesture ‘o 
indicate to the crowd that the shooting was at 
an end. 

Hie walked back down the aisle. 
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At THE West 30th Street police station, Thaw, 

apparently quite calm and composed, stated 
that the death of White “was deserved for many 
reasons.” He described his vietim as “a _ black- 
guard and a scoundrel.” But he would not go 
into details. 

Patrolman Debes, the arresting officer, said 
Thaw declared to him, “He deserved it he 
ruined my Debes wasn’t sure whether he 
had said “life” or “wife.” 

Mrs..Thaw could not be reached, for she had 
gone into seclusion at the home of a friend. 

The New York ‘Times report-that morning 
included that Thaw “had evidently been waiting 
for Mr. White’s appearance.” 

This idea was suggested several times in the 
first newspaper accounts, which were understand- 
ably confused in the hectic rush to get every 
scrap of information into print. 

On June 27, the New York Herald’s story 
began: 

“Insanity is the only legal plea by which 
Harry K. Thaw can possibly be saved from the 
electric chair for killing Stanford White, but 
Thaw’s friends have been quick to assert that 
the shooting was an act of justice under the ‘un- 
written law’ and that a jury may easily be per 
suaded that the slain man got his just deserts.” 

The motive could only be jealousy, said the 
story. “It is known that Mr. White was acquainted 
with Evelyn Nesbit long before she became Mrs. 
Thaw, and that he was anxious to advance her 
in her professional carrer.” 

A Herald headline on the 28th read: 

“Evelyn Nesbit Thaw Said to Hold 
the Secret of the White Tragedy.” 

And on the 29th: 

“Evelyn Nesbit Thaw Defies the 
Grand Jury and Then Collapses.” 

The. story reported that she had refused to 
discuss the killing but that she would have plenty 
to say on her husband’s behalf when the proper 
moment arrived. 

She visited Thaw, now confined in Cell 220, 
Murderers’ Row, ‘Tombs prison, but evaded the 
reporters. : 

“Work as they might,” the Times reported, 
“the pojice could evolve no positive theory to fit

F A MAN bites a dog, that’s news", 

but when a man saves a dog, he 

often rates no more than a para- 
graph back of the classified ads. 

So many sacrifices and risks have 
been made and taken recently in the 
rescue of canine pets that the human 
species, if it can get a good enough 
press agent, may yet become known 
as Dog's Best Friend. 

When Louis Bromfield, the novel- 
ist, parked his car in gear beside a 
lake on his Malabar Farm in Lucas, 
Ohio, he forgot that Regina and her 
pup, Prince, were very handy with 
their paws. 

The two boxers began playing in 
the front seat, and when Bromfield 
looked out the window of a near-by 


W shed, the car was rolling swiftly 


downhill toward the pond. 

By the time he reached the bank, 
the car "was completely submerged 
with the dogs inside. Bromfield, 
without waiting to remove his jeans 
and jacket, dived in after them. It 
was quite a feat to open a door and 
pull the two dogs to the surface, but 
he accomplished it with an efficiency 
that would have done credit to any of 
his book heroes. 

There was a little more excitement 
when Queenie, a police dog, became 
marooned on a pier crib in the swollen 
Menominee River near Menominee, 
Wis. Watchers stood it for 28 hours 
and then three of them ventured out 
in a Small motorboat which was tied 
to the shore by a 300-foot rope to 
prevent it from being carried over 
a dam only 20 feet below the pier. 

For a while it looked as though 
Queenie and her friends might all 
topple into the raging river but she 
was brought back, chipper as eve! 

Deep quarries, with and without 
water in the bottom, seem to have a 
particular affinity for stray dogs. 
Harry Present, of the Missgquri 
Humane Society, has developed some- 
thing of a habit of pulling pooches 
out of the 250-foot Union Quarry in 
St. Louis, 

Blackie, part chow and part sheer 
friendliness, had been missing from 
home for three days before he was 
sighted, matted with ice, at the edge 
of af ice-covered pool at the quarry’s 
bottom. A fire truck lowered Present 
on a winch. At first Blackie tried to 
nip his benefactor, but finally he was 
roped and pulled to the surface. 

A year before Present had gone 
down for a 50-pound collie which died 
a few days later from the effects of 
exposure. He also rescued a black- 
brown female mongrel! which virtually 
refused to leave him afterward. 

When a German shepherd fell 
into a Chicago quarry, William Hane 
and Scott Colia tied themselves 
together and clambered down the 
almost perpendicular limestone walls 
for 300 feet. They had to climb back, 
pulling the dog after them. 

A setter belonging to Monte 
Catherwood, 12, was chasing a pheas 
ant and failed to notice it was on the 
brink of the Niagara River gorge 
near Niagara Falls, Ont. A moment 
later it was on a ledge 100 feet down. 
Monte and his chum, Roy Healey, Jr., 
10, lowered themselves on a worn 
clothesline which held miraculously 
until they were a few feet from the 
ledge. Police and firemen finally had 
to rescue the three of them. 

Two dogs got themselves in the 
same sort of jam and were saved 
under exactly the same _ circum. 
stances. 

Spotty, a little black and white fox 
terrier, fell through a fissure neai 
Farley, Iowa, and was imprisoned 23 
feet underground.

He staggered into a corridor, 
uninjured, before he remembered that 
his dachshund, Schulz von ‘ sterholz, 
was still inside. 

Burchard pushed his way back 
through smoke and flame and found 
Schulz cowering under a living room 
sofa. He reached the corridor again 
with the dog in his arms, but on the 
way out he was so severely burned 
that he spent two weeks in a hospital. 
Schulz was unharmed. 

The family of Stanley Smith, 16, 
escaped without much trouble when 
fire spread through a Jersey City 
tenement. Stanley stayed, to pick up 
his dog. It took him less than a min 
ute, but that was long enough for the 
fire to reach the stairs. 

Stanley carried the dog to the roof. 
Firemen tried to raise a ladder but 
the flames got there first... Terrified, 
the boy jumped to the street and was 
fatally injured. The dog, only slightly 
singed, was found later on an adjoin 
ing roof.

Amateur

ANY amateur star-gazers all 
over the country are perform. 
ing invaluable service to pro- 

fessional astronomers. Night after 
night. they gaze into the heavens and 
record the faint quivering light mes- 
sages from distant stars. 

Astronomy is not all 200-inch giant 
telescopes and spectacular discoveries 
made on glamorous expeditions to 
far lands to see an eclipse of the sun. 
Astronomy also has its tedious chores 
and the serious astronomica! ama- 
teurs who do those tasks have the 
Support of Harvard’s Dr. Harlow 
Shapley and the other astronomers. 

Known as the American Associa- 
tion of Variable Star Observers, these 
amateurs stand on city roofs or in 
suburban backyards to peer though 
small diameter telescopes at a class 
of stars whose brightness is subject 
to peculiar behavior. Instead of shin. 
ing brightly, the starlight intensity 
is sometimes reduced to comparative 
dimness. After a period of hours, or 
days and even months, they become 
bright again. 

One such star is “Mira the Won- 
derful,” a body far larger than the 
sun. For about two months Mira 
can be seen with the naked eye. Then 
it fades out gradually and can only 
be observed through a telescope. It 
repeats this cycle regularly. 

Astronomers have no final expla 
nation of this phenomenon but be. 
lieve that such stars are globes of 
heated gases which expand and con- 
tract like a pulsating heart. 

The 400 professional astronomers 
in the United States could not pos 
sibly cope with the task of observ 
ing the thousands of variable stars 
in addition to their regular research 
problems. ‘They are being assisted 
by the members of the amateur so- 
ciety, who perform a real service to 
science by voluntarily remaining 
awake during part of each night to 
observe an assigned quota of stars 

Each member has fixed areas olf 
the sky to watch. He keeps records 
on specific stars, estimating their 
changing brightness by §scientifi 
methods and noting peculiarities. 

These amateurs maintain a high 
standard of research, for each month 
they must mail in their observations 
to a professional astronomer who 
heads the group. He in turn classi- 
fies the voluminous materia! The 
total number of observations has al- 
ready passed the million mark. 

It is from this mass of records 
that fundamental! principles of astro- 
physics will be worked out. 

The enthusiasm of the amateurs 
may be measured by the achievement 
of their champion, Cyrus Fernald of 
Wilton, Maine. During one year Mr. 
Fernald made 7,216 observations, 
averaging about 20 a night. 

The telescope through which he 
spotted his stars has a diameter of 
eight inches, magnifies more than 
100 times and was made by himself. 

There is still another organization 
of backyard astronomers. They use 
no instruments, but rely upon the 
unaided eye for observation. 

They watch for meteors, whose 
darting course across the skies may 
originate anywhere within the half 
hemisphere of the heavens. 

Sitting patiently in dark, quiet 
spots far from interfering lights, they 
count the meteors that flash earth- 
wards, recording the time, their esti- 
mated speed and direction. 

Their efforts are usually rewarded, 
for as many as 100 meteors may 
sometimes be seen within one hour. 

Some of them may be no larger 
than a grain of sand or wheat, but 
in their straight vivid flight through 
the upper atmosphere at a _ speed 
scores of times faster than a rifle 
bullet, air friction vaporizes the tiny 
particies. They ionize thé air through 
which they pass and produce bright 
streaks of light that mislead the lay 
man in judging their size.

Greater knowledge of meteors 
may help solve it. The celestial ac- 
tivity of meteors may also be related 
to weather and to radio problems.

NYONE can do abstract paint- 
A ing but not everyone can get 

away with it. You make some 
weird scrawls on canvas and if the 
result positively doesn’t look any- 
thing like anything, it’s an abstrac- 
tionist masterpiece. 

It’s art if you keep a straight face. 
If you don’t, it’s no longer art. 

Among the latest to discover this 
profound truth is Mr. James Moran, 
of Hollywood. He -is the famous 
screwball who sold an icebox to an 
Eskimo, found a needle in a haystack, 
put a bull in a china’shop and person- 
ally hatched an ostrich egg. 

Mr. Moran, hitherto unknown 
even to himself as an artist, claimed 
authorship of an abstractionist work 
being exhibited by the ultra-dignified 
Los Angeles Art Association recently. 
He had signed it “Naromji,” which 
students of cryptography will de- 
cipher as “Jim Moran” ‘scrambled 
and backwards. 

The Association thought Naromji 
was an Asiatic—maybe a Turk. They 
said his work was an example of the 
Dada school, set a price of $1,000 
on it, and hung it beside paintings 
by such well-known abstractionists as 
Helen Lundberg, O. Fischinger and 
S. Macdonald Wright. 

Mr. Moran told a newspaper re- 
porter about painting the picture. He 
did it for a joke, he said. 

The picture was a conglomeration 
of scrolls and triangles ‘strikingly 
like the “doodling” on the walls of 
a telephone booth. They were dore 
in chalk, paint, ink and scarlet nail 
polish. Some of. the blank spaces 
were filled in with fish. In others 
had been pasted a head, an arm, a 
leg cut from a lingerie advertisement, 
and one of Comedian Fred Allen’s 
eyes. The eye had purple bags under 
it—unusual realism for an abstrac- 
tionist at work. 

The title was sheer _inspiration, 
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Takes Up 
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being exhibited in world capitals. 
According to the Department’s Office 
of International Information and Cul- 
tural Affairs, the 79 pictures repre- 
sent “the very best in American mod- 
ern painting.” They cost $43,000. 

Many of the artists are well 
known, and some of their works 
recognizably represent some object 
in nature. Some of the other paint- 
ings, however, belong to the ultra- 
modernist schools non-representa- 
tional, abstractionist, Dada or cubist. 

These have been called “double- 
talk” and “junk” and otherwise de- 
cried by such authentic artists and 
critics as S. J. Woolf, Eugene 
Speicher, David Reasoner and others. 

Mr. Moran, who has never quite 
admitted Mr. Kester’s claim to author- 
ship of the latter’s masterpiece, says 
he’s thinking of submitting another 
one to the State Department, under 
a different name. 

Mr. Moran may not rate as an 
artist but he is celebrated, even by 
Hollywood’s exacting standards, as a 
screwball. He spent three months in 
Alaska before he overcame the sales 
resistance of one Eskimo and sold 
him an icebox, then considered his 
mission accomplished. He unloaded 
two tons of hay on a lot in Washing- 
ton, D.C., sold $60 worth of straws 
from it, worked 16 hours a day hunt- 
ing the needle, found it after &2 
hours and 35 minutes.

HEN one of the familiar gar- 
den insects goes winging to 
your favorite dooryard 
flower, don’t be deceived. It is not 
complimenting you for nurturing the 
delicate bloom. It is attracted by a 
color which you can’t even see. 

Scientific experiments are proving 
it. They reveal that insects’ first 
choice in hues is ultraviolet—-beyond 
the range of human vision. 

S50 entomologists must toss a long- 
held theory out of the laboratory win- 
dow. It is the theory that insects are 
color blind. 

They are far from it. While peo- 
ple primly stroll their garden paths, 
the insects cruising around them are 
tugged and tossed by color waves as 
falling leaves are by the wind. 

Since ultraviolet has the strongest 
effect, it can lead them both to a 
goal they seek and also to an unex 
pected disaster. It’s a new kink in the 
old story of the moth and-_the flame

The brightness of a 
color depends on its 
intensity, and the ex- 
periments show that 
insects are as quick as 
any flower lover in 
distinguishing’ differ- 
ences in brightness. 

Potato aphids, cotton 
aphids and other aphid 
species are far more 
likely to gather on 
plants sprayed or 
dusted with white in- 
secticide than on un.- 
treated plants. That’s 
because sprayed or 
dusted surfaces reflect more light. 

Getting down to practical, poison- 
dealing work, scientists tried experi- 
ments with color as a means of killing 
insects. Cabbages were sprayed with 
color poison, many hues: Aphids were 
their dupes; the aphids went for 
black and red. 

Yet the odd acuteness of insects 
in selecting colors can not be taken 
as proof of actual color vision unless 
color appears with equal brilliance 
to the insects. Just what constitutes 
brilliance to them isn’t known. Ultra- 
violet, black to us, is, for example, 
dazzling and wonderful to them. 

Some scientists are so interested 
in the problem that they have devised 
elaborate electrical methods of study. 
In one experiment, tiny electrodes are 


inserted imto fluid-filled chambers 
about the eye of the insect. Then the 
eye is exposed to differing types of 
light of varying colors or intensity. 

The action of the light sets up 
feeble electrical currents in the eye, 
and these are amplified millions of 
times by vacuum tubes. The varia- 
tions are recorded on a cathode ray 
oscillograph, much as heartbeats are 
recorded for human beings by the 
electro-cardiograph, 

The eye reacts to certain colors. 
The body does, too. The reaction of 
both eye and body seems automatic. 
The greater the-intensity of the color, 
the greater the response. This means 
that both the elec- 
trical responses in 
the eye and the 
motor responses of 
the body are due 
to the absorption 
of light. 

This could be in- 
terpreted as indli- 
cating that insects 
do not have actual 
color vision, and 
are primarily af- 
fected by a color’s 
intensity. 

On the other 
hand, many flower-

visiting insects do behave as if they 
have color vision. 

Butterflies can be made, in a few 
days, to perceive the association of 
certain colors with certain tood. 

Bees do better. They can be 
trained in two hours to respond. 

Entomologists believe that when 
an insect appears to learn something, 
its nerve system -is being stimulated, 
and that with repeated stimulation 
the response becomes automatic. 

In far-flung laboratories the work 
of substantiating this theory ~ goes 
on. Happy the scientist who can add 
his bit of knowledge—happy as a 
beetle in a rose.

FEW miles outside New York 
Ace: in the darkness of a se-

Crowley asked. 

“I am if you ditch the other one. 
You've got to walk out. on Billie 
Dunne.” 

“O. K.,” Crowley said 
her off.” : 

He put his arms around Helen, 
then, and she lay her head on his 
shoulder, and suddenly around a 
bend in the road the headlights of 
another car picked them out. 

“Cops!” Helen cried. 

“Sure! Shut up!” Crowley said. 

The car stopped beside them. A 

opened their door. “Take 

off your hat,” the policeman said to 
Crowley. “What are you doing?” 

Helen scrambled over the seat and 
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Crowley and the Walsh Girl, Trapped in the Informer's Apartment. 


fell on the floor at the back. The 
apple-cheeked boy, 19, for years a 
braggart and a hoodlum and an out- 
cast, didn’t reply. He reached for his 
armpit guns and began to fire. 

“T looked up and saw the cop's 
face for a second, and it was terrible,” 
Helen said afterward. That was when 
Crowley was shooting him to death— 
Patrolman Frederick Hirsch. 

A moment later, Crowley had his 
sedan swerving around the police car 
and speeding out of Black Shirt Lane 
as Hirsch’s partner, Patrolman Peter 
Yodice, emptied his pistol. 

Not only a cop hater but an enemy 
of nearly everyone, Crowley with 
Helen Walsh in a stolen machine 
drove swiftly through the May moon- 
light into the outskirts of New York. 

The slain policeman’s partner gave 
the alarm. He had recognized the 
youth as a “wanted” fugitive. 

Now, besides being sought for 
complicity in the murder of a taxi 
dance girl, Virginia Brannen, he was 
sought as Hirsch’s killer, and the 
man hunt became one of the greatest 
in New York’s history. 

Crowley was only a kid, but he 
had carried out so many holdups and 
he was so crazed by the power of an 
automatic in his hand, that the warn- 
ing to beware of him was spread 
across the city. 

The police believed that when they 
did find him he would be with Ru- 
dolph Duringer, whom they were 
seeking, along with Crowley, for the 


murder of Duringer’s girl, Virginia 
Brannen. 

The Journal-American staff went 
to work. Jeanette Smits, a reporter, 
got the first tip. She learned that 
a girl named Billie Dunne had once 
been Crowley’s friend. Hard-bitten 
Joe O’Connor, veteran police reporter, 
found Billie in a Harlem dance hall. 

“Listen, Mr. O’Connor,” she said, 
“I’m no stool but I don’t mind telling 
you where Crowley is hiding out. 
The rat!” 

She leaned closer to the reporter: 
“He’s sitting tight in my apartment 
right now. Can you beat that for 
nerve? He brought the Walsh kid 
there and he said to me, ‘Billie, meet 
my new sweetie. You’re through.’ ” 

Billie Dunne, jilted and bitter, gave 
O’Connor the whole story of her fall- 
ing-out with the youth who by that 
time was known in all the headlines 
as “Two-Gun Crowley.” 

She didn’t disclose the address of 
her apartment but the _ reporter 
didn’t press her. 

He already knew the address. 

Whether Crowley really was there, 
and slim Helen Walsh, and Rudolph 
Duringer, too, as Billie had said, was 
another matter. O’Connor and the 
police would attend to it. 

The other matter soon took shape. 
Police surrounded an uptown, west 
side apartment house; it was there 
that Billie had rooms.

Hours passed, and nothing hap- 
pened. No one entered or left Bil- 
lie’s apartment. Police waited, and 
O’Connor, with Journal-American 
photographer Jerry Fraenkel, waited. 
Finally Fraenkel knocked on an 
apartment door. 

Crowley jerked it open. Police 
pulled Fraenkel away. Crowley be- 
gan firing. Then, as Crowley slammed 
the door shut, police guns blazed. 

The police couldn't blast. the 
trapped boy out with bullets. ‘Through 
all the late afternoon he returned 
their fire. Their tear gas bombs were 
what beat him. 

Thrice wounded, he staggered out. 
Helen Walsh and Duringer were 
pulled from beneath a bed. Jerry 
Fraenkel’s photograph of them 
clinched the proof that O’Connor 
hadn’t been misinformed. 

Duringer, sullen to the end, was 
electrocuted for the murder of Vir- 
ginia Brannen, whom he had killed 
in Crowley’s presence. 

Crowley, brazen to the end so far 
as spectators knew, went to the chair 
for Patrolman Hirsch’s murder. He 
even told his executioners. how to 
kill him: “You better tighten up that 
strap around my left leg.” 

What spectators in Sing Sing’s 
execution chamber didn’t know was. 
the manner of his farewell, a little 
earlier, to Warden Lewis E. Lawes. 
For a moment, then, all his bravado 
fell away. 

“Warden Lawes, I never had a 
father,” he said. “I was born illegiti- 
mate.

FRENCH DISHES 

By JEAN SABLON 
NE of the reasons I like to sing in New York is be- 
cause I can dine in the Oak Room of the Hotel Algon- 
quin, the rendezvous for theatre and literary people, where 


my friend Henri Pouymari is chef. 


When I arrive at the 


hotel, I go right through the small white door, behind the 


painted screen in the lobby, 
and into the kitchen where 
Monsieur Pouymari is king, 

There, Henri and I begin 
one of our interminable dis- 
cussions as to whether the 
food is preferable in my na- 
tive Provence, in the south 
of France, or in his home- 
town of Pau in the Bas 
Pyrenees. We conclude, 
like good Frenchmen, that 
the cooking of all France is 
superb and meets in Paris 
for its best expression, 
whether in the great hotels 
or the little bistros of the 
boulevards. 

Here are two of my 
favorite French dishes. 

Stuffed Eggplants 
Provence Fashion 

Carefully scoop out flesh 
of four medium sized egg- 
plant fruits. Cut flesh into 
cubes and fry in butter with 
a few mushrooms, 4 or 5 
skinned tomatoes, garlic 
and 3 minced onions until 
tender. While this is cook 
ing, parboil shells, being 
careful not -to cook too 
much or they wilh fall to 
pieces When flesh is 
cooked and seasoned, refill 
the shells. Place them in 
baking dish, sprinkle with 
breadcrumbs, dot with but- 
ter and brown in oven. 
Serve very hot. 


Boiled Beef 
2% Ibs. beef 
1 Ib. bones, cracked 
1% Ibs. liver 
2 ats. water

Add salt, car- 
rots, turnips, diced leeks, 
shredded onions not 
skinned, since skins give 
color to _ bouillon. Cook 
three-quarters of an hour 
more. Serve boiled beef on 
platter surrounded by vege- 
tables, and boiled potatoes.

ampshade 


By Dorie Dienirow 


NE of the most thrifty 

ways to add bright new 
touches to drab - looking 
rooms is the creation of 
smart new lampshades that 
can be made quickly and 
easily with odd bits of 
fabric or remnants -from 
your favorite piece goods 
department. Any clever 
homemaker can _ achieve 
dramatic details for these 
room. refreshers by mak- 
ing use of ruffled, appliqued 
and pleated finishes that 
fit in with individual room 
decoration. 


Basic Cover 
ENERALLY speaking, all 
lampshades are _  pre- 
pared for covering in the 
same way. If. you use an old 
wire frame, simply cover 
each wire strip with narrow 
bias tape wound closely and 
evenly over each _§ strip. 
Or use a paper shade that 
merely’ needs outside cover- 
ing. Measure around top 
and bottom circumference 
to determine the length of 
fabric needed. Measure top 
to bottom of frame for 
shade width. Best results 
are obtained by using bias 
fabric. and it helps enor 
mously to achieve skin-tight 

fit, without wrinkles. 

After cutting the fabric 
in. the size you want it, turn 
your attention to decorator 
finishes and details. It 
doesn’t. matter especially 
whether you are an old 
hand at the sewing game 
or just a newcomer. If you 
need an introduction to the 
sewing hobby, your local 
sewing center experts will 
teach you all the latest 
short-cuts and decoraton 
tricks in just a few lessons, 
They will also help you with 
fabric selection for decorat 
ing projects. For instance, 
in lampshade making, it’s 
well to remember that 
fabrics used, whether cotton 
or rayon, must be thin 
enough to permit-the diffu- 
sion: of light. 


Pleated Shade 


NE smart lampshade 
style for informa! living 
room or summer bedroom 
decoration can be made of 
plain gingham combined 
with cartridge-pleated bor- 


dér at the top and bottom. 
Cartridge pleats are cylindri- 
cal in shape, and the loose, 
bulging effect is achieved 
with cotton filling. If you 
want to achieve a truly pro- 
fessional finish, use the 
corder attachment for the 
sewing machine to provide 
a corded edge border at the 
top of the shade. The single 
seam that joins the two 
ends of the shade is done 
by hand-stitching after the 
shade has been pulled taut 
over the frame. ‘Tuck top 
and bottom edges of the 
fabric over the wire frame 
and finish off inside edges 
with bias tape. 


Striped Shade 


OMBINATION of con- 

trasting shades of rayon 
fabrics can be used for a 
streamlined shade suitable 
for a more formal type of 
room. Cut bias strips to 
shade measurement. Then 
join alternating colors of 
strips. To line shade, cut 
lining to same measurement 
as before. Cut double pieces 
of bias fabric and join to- 
gether. Turn under raw 
edges and whip to frame at 
bottom and top..

DS and ends of cut-out 
flowered cotton motifs 
are another- way to provide 
bright finishes for a, dressy 
lampshade. When cutting 
out floral designs, allow % 
inch around motif for turn- 
ing urider raw edges. The 
Zigzagger. attachment for 
your sewing machine will 
do the applique task for 
you. Appliqued finishes are 
particularly appropriate on 
lampshades for children’s 
rooms and the nursery book 
characters can be traced 
from your offspring’s favor- 
ite story book and cut out 
to form a pattern. After 
these characters have -been 
cut from’ bright ~-cotton 
scraps, applique them onto 
a contifasting light back- 
ground. For the older 
child, try a small. sailboat 
to interest a boy and flower 
accents for the feminine 
slant.
